New York World Says Elder Rock- 
efeller Had Two Wives. 


BURIED IN UNMARKED GRAVE 


Known Also as Dr. Levingston, Pa- 


4 per Declares. 


New York, Feb. 2—[Special.j—Tue New 
York: ‘World this morning in an eight column 
story declares thet the body of Dr. William 
Avery Rockefeller, father of John D. 
Rockefeller, lies in an unmarked grave 
in Oakland cemetery, at Freeport, lll. The 
story easerts that the father of the country’s 
‘wealthiest man died in Freeport. May 1 
1906, at the age of 96 years, 

According to the World, Dr. Rockefeller 


led a double life for fifty year# and under 


the assumed name of Dr. William Leving- 
ston he farmed and sold medicine in Illinois 
and North Dakota. 


He Had Two Wives. 

It ie asserted that Dr. Rockefeller had two 
wives, the first being John D. Rockefeller’s 
mother, and thet she died ln New York in 
1889. Hip second wife, it is said, was known 
as Mrs. Levingston. They were married in 
Ontario, it is asserted by the World, while the 
first wife was yet living. It is declared that 
the second wife lives in Freeport, III., and is 
70 years old. It is said she did not know until 
a few years before Dr. Rockefeller's death

First Wife Not Informed. 

The World says the first Mrs. Rockefeller 
lived thirty-four years after being separated 
from her husband and did not know that he 
had married another woman. 

It is declared that John D., William, and 
Frank Rockefeller and his son-in-law, Pier- 
son D. Briggs of Cleveland, knew of Dr. 
Rockefeller s whereabouts and dual life for 
the last twenty-five years.

Assassins’ Fire. 


QUEEN'S LIFE IN PERIL, 


Royal Party Attacked While in 


Open Carriage on Way 
to Palace. 


FIRES OF REVOLT AFLAME, 


Premier Franco, Dictator, Urges 
Queen to Assume at Once 
Regency for Son. 


THREE OF THE REGICIDES SLAIN, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.] 

LISBON, Feb. 1.—King Carlos of Por- 
tugal and the crown prince, Luiz Phil- 
ippe, were assassinated this afternoon, 

The king’s second son, Prince Manuel, 
was slightly wounded, but Queen Amelie, 
who @¢trove to save the crown prince’s 
life by throwing herself upon him, was 
unhurt. 

Three of the band Of assassins were 
shot to death by the royal escort. Three 
of the band were arrested. One of them 
emitted suicide in prison. 

The latest bulletin from the bedside of 
Prince Manuel states that at present 
there is no danger of complications from 
the wounds. The greatest fear is of the 
possibility of blood poisoning later. 

QUEEN TO BE REGENT. 

Among the first to be calléd in to the 
critical situation created@by the assas- 
sination was Premier Franco, the dic- 
tator of the kingdom. 

Franco was protected by a squadron of 
cavalrymen as he hastened to the palace, 
and there he conferred with the queen 
and high officials of state on what im- 
mediate action should be taken. 

It is understood that Queen Amelie 
will be regent during the minority of 
Prince Manuel, who is now in his nine- 
teenth year. 2 

The capital, nevertheless, is in an up- 
roar oyer the turn of the nation’s af- 
fairs. 

Some of the leaders of the revolution- 
ary party urge the establishment of a 
republic. 

SOME FAVOR THE PRETENDER. 

Others have declared themselves in 
favor of calling on Dom Miguel de Bra- 
ganza, the pretender, to assume the throne 
of Portugal. 

Foreign interference in behalf of Prince 
Manuel is not unlikely, as Portugal's re- 
cently framed @eaty with Great Britain 
is said to provide for aid from that na- 
tion In “repelling invaders and maintain- 
ing domestic order.“ 

The king was killed while the royal 
party was returning in an open carriage 
from the annual fair at Villa Vicosa, 100 
miles west of Lisbon, whtre there is a 
royal castle. 

As the carriage turned into the Praco 
do Commercio from Rua do Arsenal a 
band of men waiting at the corner sud- 
denly sprang toward the carriage and 
leveling carbines, which they had con- 
cealed upon them, fired. 

VICTIMS SHOT THREE TIMES. 

The king and the crown prince, upon 
whom the attack wae directed, were each 
shot three times. The king died almost 
instantly. Prince Luiz succumbed in the 
marine hospital nearby. 

Almost at the first shot the king fell 
back on the cushions dying and, at the 
same moment, the crown prince was seen 
to half rise and then sink back on the 
seat. 

Queen Amelie jumped up and threw 
herself toward the crown prince in an 
apparent effort to save his life at the 
cost of her own, but the prince already 
had received his death wound. 

HAD A STRONG GUARD. 

‘The royal family: were returning from 
Villa Vicosa, where they bad been so- 
journing, and were on their way from 
the railroad station to the palace. 

A Strong guard was in attendance be- 
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and the discovery of a plot to assassi- 
nate Premier Franco and overthrow the 
monarchy. 

But the band of murderers had select- 
ed the most advantageous spot for the 


commission of their crime, for they were 
concealed from the eyes of the police 
until the carriage had wheeled’ into the 
Praco do Commercio, a large square 
through which it was necessary to pass 
to reach the palace. 

GUARDS ARE SURPRISED. 

Before any of the guard were aware 
of what was happening the assassins 
leaped to the carriage and instantly a 
fusillade of shots rang out. 

In a moment all. was terrible confusion, 
the king and crown prince being shot 
down without the slightest chance to 
save themselves. 

Police regi- 
cides; the number of whom is uncertain, 
ahd killed three of them and captured 
three others. 

One ‘of these committed suicide after 
being placed in prison. It is charged 
that one of the murderers was a Span- 
iard named Cordova, 

The bodies of the king and the crown 
prince were removed from the marine 
arsenal in two closed carriages to the 
royal palace, the Praco das Necessidades, 
the late residence of the king, escorted 
by municipal guards, 


KING DIES IN CARRIAGE. 

An examination of the wounds of the 
king, who was already dead when he 
reached the arsenal, showed that three 
‘bullets had found their mark. 

One wound was situated at the nape 
of the neck, a second in the shoulder, and 
the third, which was the fatal wound, 
severed the carotid artery. 

The crown prince, 
breathing, but who died almost 
diately after admission to the arsenal, 
had suffered three wounds in the head 
and chest. 

Two bullets had struck Prince Mantel, 
one on the lower jaw, and the other in 
the arm.

TRAGEDY STILIS CITY.

PEOPLE FLEE IN TERROR. 

The people on all sides drew back as 
the assassins dashed away from the car- 
riage, brandishing their weapons. 

They cleared the way before them, but 
a portion of the crowd followed the sol- 
diers in pursuit and succeeded in cap- 
turing three of the men who had es- 
caped the bullets from the troopers re- 
volvers. 

Meanwhile an unhappy scene was in 
progress at the royal carriage, where 
King Carlos lay already dead, the crown 
prince unconscious and breathing his last, 
and the Infant Manuel with blood 
streaming from his mouth jeaning over 
the slain father and his dying brother. 

REGICIDES SLAIN. 

Francisco Figueira, ap orderly’ who 
was walking near the royal carriage at 
the time of the outrage, drew his re- 
volver and killed one of the regicides, and 
the police sprang at the others. 

They turned rapidly and fied, the po- 
luce pursuing’ them and killing one of 
them near the town hall. Both the bod- 
jes were carried into the town hall, bat 
have not yet been identified. 

It is believed, however, that one of

The scandal of the advances made se- 
cretly from the public treasury to the 
royal family and an admission of the 
arbitrary manner in which these ad- 
vances have been liquidated by decree 
were also exposed by Franco. 

: FRANCO UNDER FIRE. 

No one, however, was more severe in 
his criticism of the practice of advancing 
mofiey to the royal family than Franco 
himself, and he pledged himself to make it 
impossible in the future for the king to 
obtain anything beyond the royal allow- 
ance and to introduce a system of public 
accountability that would reveal the des- 
tination of every dollar that left the treas- 
ary. 

He kept his promise, but he had also to 
pay the back debts of the king, which 
amounted to a large sum and which he 
liquidated by decree. 

Premier Franco promised also to hold 
the elections at an early date if condi- 
tions in the country would permit, but the 
recent revolutionary tactics of the oppo- 
sition led him within the last month to 
take repressive measures and to set aside 
for the present, at least, all thought of 
holding the elections. 

His life has been more than once threat- 
ened, and lately he has been compelled to 
sleep in a different house each night and 
go about protected by an armed guard. 


REVOLT LONG PLANNED. 
Reports emanating from many parts 
of Portugal and through Madrid in Spain 
within the last few months have indi- 


| cated that trouble was brewing for Por- 


tugal and that revolutionists were at 
work. 

After numerous minor risings had been 
put down, the police, on Jan. 23, came 
upon a widespread plot to overthrow the 
monarchy and proclaim Portugal a re- 
public, 

The plot was organized by a onal 
group of advanced republicans, and the 
original intention was to wassassinate 
Premier Franco and depend upon the 
secret, republican, and labor organiza- 
tions, armed with bombs and revolvers, 
to complete the work of revolution in the 
streets. 

PIOT FAR REACHING. *

of the conspirators and made a number 
of arrests, seizing quantities of bombs 
and other weapons, and since then other 
raids have been made in Lisbon, with 
the result that the police believed they 
had the revolutionaries well in hand. 

Each day, however, brought new evi- 
dences of the ramifications of the plot 
to remove the heads of the state and 
establish republicanism in the country. 

A treaty with England, however, not 
only provides for assistance from that 


from revolution in the form of an at- 
tempt upon the monarchy itself. 
TWICE ESCAPED DEATH. 


In April, 1893, an attempt was made 
on King Carlos’ life as be was being 


driven through Lisbon, but it met with | 
complete faifure. 

On Jan. 30, 1896, an anarchist made 
an attempt upon the king while the lat- 
ter was returning from the palace in an 
open carriage after a drive. 

The anarchist threw a heavy stone 
which narrowly missed the king’s head, 
but hit the aid de camp riding with him, 
injuring him severely. 


CARLOS’ REIGN ONE OF TERROR. 


Monarch Beset by Foes on Every Hand 
from Accession to Throne to 
the End. 


King Carlos was at war with his subjects 
almost from the day he ascended the throne. 
The history of his reign is one of constant 
struggle to eave his throne, his family, and 
his life. He was the object of the venom of 
the politicians, of the people, and of the 
socialists ang anarchists. During the greater 
part of his reign he had to contend with the 
pretensions of another to the throne. 

For more than a year Portugal has been in 
a state bordering on anarchy. The king and 
his ministers practically have livedina state 
of siege. Troops have fought the people in 
the streets, and the government had to con- 
tend with the open enemies of the monarchy 
at the same time it was combating the secret 
warfare of the anarchists. 


King Pawns Crown and Gems. 

In all these years of warfare, the king 
stood almost alone. He was a goo@ king, as 
kings go. His home life was without stain. 
He was warm hearted, generous, lIjberal 
minded, an enemy of political corruption, ac- 
complished, good temperéd, and fond of man- 
ly sports. He was the victim of circum- 
stances rather than of his shortcomings 

He was handicapped in the business of rul- 
ing. He was compelled to make his*palace 
a prison. He was forced to give up a fifth 
of the crown revenues. And the day came 
when he even had to pawn his crown and 
other royal jewels to find the means with 
which to keep up his court and to fight hig 
enemies, political and personal. 


Carlos Born in Lisbon. 

Don Carlos was born in Lisbon, Sept. 28, 
1863. He was married to Amelie, princess of 
Orleans-Bourbon, daughter of the Compte 
of Paris, May 22. 1886. He ascended the 
throne Oct. 19, 1889. 

At the outset ofthis reign he was confronted 
not only with a financial crisis which threat- 
ened to bankrupt the royal treasury as well 
as the people, but with halt a score of polit- 
ical intrigues, all having for their object the 
overturning of his throne. He met the finan- 
ofa] crisis by surrendering one-fifth of the 
royal revenues to the people to lighten taxa- 
tion. 

First among his enemies was fhe pretender 
to his throne, Don Miguel, son of King Miguel, 
a form@king of Portugal. Next in the list 
of enemies came the clergy, who were in 
sympathy with the cl s of Dom Miguel. 
Third stood the peasa „Who, led by the 
clergy, favored Dom Miguel. Fourth were 
the republicans, who desired to overturn the 
monarchy and estabiish a more democratic 
form of goverhment. 


Mutinous Army and Navy. 

The aristocracy was against King Carlos. 
Their natural tendencies leaned toward Dom 
Miguel. 
e Lastly there were the socialists and the an- 
archists, led by the students of the universi- 
ties. The masses were socialists to the core, 
with pronounced leanings towards anarchy 
The liberal professions, including the teach- 
era, the doctors, lawyers, and literary men, 
were republicans. 

To crown the king's burden of enmity there 
was widespread discontent in the army and 
navy, with frequent mutinies. 


* 
People Laud Attempt to Kill. 

In 1808 the first attempt to assassinate King 
Carlos was made. He was shot at by a 
eocialist while driving through the streets 
of Lisbon in an open carriage. The attempt 
failed, but it was applauded by so large a 
proportion of the population that the king 
might well have read his ultimate fate in the 
hatred of'his people. 

The first open declaration of war by the 
people against King Carlos came over his 
reputed extravagance and that of his queen. 
There was plenty of evidence to back this 
popular indictment. The king resorted to 
extralegal means to pay his debts and to 
find money. He drew on the national treas- 
wry for large sums in exceas of his ctvi! 
list. These payments were made to him with- 
out the authority of the legisiature. Ot 
course the proper way for parliament to have 
Gealt with this matter would have been to 
impeach the minister of finance for allowing 
the ona’ ad hones the king’s Graft with- 
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out legislative sanction. But, in the first 
place, the opposition seems to have become 
imbued with the idea that the royal drafts 
were made without the consent, and even 
without the knowledge, of the minister, al- 
though this is difficult to believe. 


Queen Mother Spendthrift. 


‘The queen mother made a demand on the 
prime minister not only for the settlement of 
particularly pressing debts, but likewise for 
an increase of her annual allowance from the 
state. The premier rejected her request with 
a vigor and a spirit that excited her resent- 
ment and also that of her son, the king. She 
was a woman who had no knowledge of the 
value of money and is on record as having 
squandered more on dress at Paris than all 
the other queens and empresses of Europe 
put together. 

King Carlos weathered the storm as best 
he could and managed to save his throne. 
He sought to conciliate the people by the 
inauguration of liberal reforms and the es- 
tablishment of a more democratic form of 
government. These reforms, however, only 
delayed the end. 

In 1901 King Carlos faced the first desper- 
ate crisis of his reign—his struggle with the 
aristocracy and the clergy, who sought to 
displace him and seat Dom Miguel on the 
throne. 

The provinetal aristocracy sided with Dom 
Miguel almost to a man. Dom Miguel prom- 
ised to restore all the former powers of the 
clergy and the prerogatives of the religious 
orders, such as the subordination of the na- 
tional system of education to ecclesiastical 
direction, ete. 


Fight with Clergy. 

Up to 1901 the clergy and the religious 
orders were prévented from doing much in 
the way of influencing the people owing part- 
ly to directions received from the Vatican, 
and partly, too, Because the religious orders 
and the great prelates found it of advantage 
to make King Carlos and his government 
pay by concessions for their services in pre- 
venting either priests or monks from embark- 
ing on an active propaganda for the legiti- 
mist cause. If Carlos did anything <caicu- 
lated to displease either church or religious 
orders he was immediately threatened with 
the withdrawal of their support, and it was 
impressed upon him that this would be equiv- 
alent to the loss of his throne. 


Help from England. 

The king’s first move in his struggle with 
Dom Miguel was a startling one. He went 
to England and while there got from the 
British government the assurance that the 
terms of the alliance betweene Great Britain 


and Portugal provided not only for Eng- 


land’s protection of Portugal from foreign 
attack but likewise for the safeguarding of 
the dynasty from any attempt to overthrow 
by means of internal revolution. This had 
the effect of altering altogether the position 
of Carlos. For he was able to dispense with 
the costly support of the religious orders 
and clergy without being doomed to lose his 
throne. 

But while Carlos was in England a legiti- 
mist motion to repeal the law of banishment 
against the legitimist pretender, Dori Miguel, 
was defeated by only a narrow majority in 
the upper chamber of the national legisla- 
ture, the clerical members of that body either 
abstaining from voting or else voting in favor 


ot the project. 


That settled the mation (in King Carlos’ 
mind. He realised that from a dynastic point 
of view he was leaning on a broken reed in 
depending on the ‘will power of the relig- 
ious orders and clergy to safeguard his 
throne, and that it was useless to withhold 
from his people any longer several constitu- 
tional rights, such as religious freedom, etc., 
merely to propitiate the clergy and religious 
orders. 

Clergy. Abducts Girl. 

He bad not been back in his capital for 
more than two days before popular disturb- 
ances occurred in Lisbon owing to one of the 
religious orders having abducted a girl. The 
imhabitants of Lisbon. sided against the 
clergy, and went to the extent of smashing 
the windows of the convent in which the girl 


was confined. The pupils of the polytechnic 


school, which is a government institution, 
took part in this demonstration, but on the 


following day the police invaded the college 


and assailed the students with their swords 


for their anti-clerical manifestations on the 
previous day. 


Royal Family Divided. 

King Carlos was indignant. On his own 
authority, and without consulting his minis- 
ters, he dismissed the chief of police and took 
the reins of government firmly in his own 
hands, declaring that the terms of the con- 
stitution should be observed to their fullest 
extent, that there should be no nfore eccle- 
siastical domination, and that he had deter- 
mined to conduct the government according 
to the liberal principles in which he had been 
reared. In fact, he threw down the gauntlet 
tc the clergy, to the religious orders, and to 
the legitimists, and turned for support to 
the masses in the city and country and to 
the Uberal classes of the urban districts, all 
of whom have leanings to liberalism and even 
to republicanism. His wife was against him 
in the matter, while his another was with 
him. The royal family was divided against 

itself, but King Carlos saved his throne, 


Men Higher Up Conspire. 

In 1908 King Carlos faced a widespread 
mutiny in the army and a deep seated con- 
spiracy against his life. At the head of the 
army conspiracy was Col. Elias Garcia, one 
of the republican chiefs, and professor of 
military engineering at the army school at 
Lisbon, which is the Portuguese counterpart 
of West Point, and Gen. Latino Coelho, the 
ranking officer of artillery, from the presi- 
dency ot the state polytechnic school at Lis- 
bon and of the national academy of sciences. 

Against Gen. Latino King Carlos did not 
dare lift his hand, but he did have the cour- 
age to cause the arrest at a public meeting 
of the general’s colleague. Manuel Arriaga, 
the celebrated popular lawyer, renowned as 
the most eloquent orator in Portugal. But 
after Arriaga had been detained for a couple 
of days on board a man-of-war lying at 
anchor in the. Tagus the ministers became 
alarmed and persuaded the king to set him 
at liberty. 

Arrests by Wholesale. 

King Carlos, although fearing to excite 
popular wrath by arresting Gen. Latino, met 
the crisis with couruge in other directions. 
He ordered wholesale arrests, court martiale, 
and deportation of entire shiploads of offi- 
cers and soldiers to the most pestilential of 
the Portuguese penal colonies on the west 
and east coast of Africa. 

These arrests came too te to accomplish 

good. They merely Served. to render 
ed who remained more vindictive against 
the crown and more firm in their determina- 
tion to get rid of the king. 
Struggle with Parliament. 

The years 1906 and 1906 were filled with 
struggies between King Carlos and his par- 
liament. Ministry after ministry rose and 
fell. The people were sinking deeper and 
deeper into poverty, the politicians were 
growing more rapacious, and corruption and 
thievery in public life became bolder. 

In these two years the agitation of the re- 
publicans, aided by the socialists, began to 
exert a formidable menace to the stability of 
the throne. 

The socialists were the beginners, but they 
were supported by thousands of republicans 
who probably would not, under other cir- 
cumstances, have anything to do with them. 
Carlos and the system of government he rep- 
resented were methodically attacked, and the 
results were so extraordinary that not even 
the censor—and thert is perhaps no country 
in Burope where the censor works more ear- 
nestly—was able to keep the truth secret. 

The first demand of the malcontents was 
for constitutional government. Their com- 
plaint was that it no longer existed even in 


theory. 
' Greatest Crisis in 1907. 

Finally, in 1907, King Carlos precipitated 
the greatest crisis of his reign by résolving 
on a drastic cleaning out of the evileewhich 
infested every. department of the Portu- 
guese government. He called on the con- 
servative leader, Franco, to form a ministry, 
and gave him a free hand in putting an end 
to the frightful corfuption which had been 
the bane of every government at Lisbon and 
which had been responsible for the anges 
confusion and stringency. , 

Im. abolishing all these abuses, tor which 
both of the great political parties were 
equally responsible, Premier Franco had the 
support of both the king and the queen, and 
enjoyed the good-will of all the best element

Boycott of the King. 
As the king continued to support him, they 
inaugurated a boycott of the king and of his 
court, and one day, on the arrival of the 


various colonies of Portugal in Africa, they 
peintedly abstained from taking part in any 
of the popular rejoicings in connection with 
his return and from responding to the Invita- 
tion of the king and queen to assist them 
in welcoming home the heir to the throne. 
Fortunately the king and his republican 
pérmier for the time being had the sityation 
well in hand, and, having paid all thr ar- 
rears of the army and abolished many ot the 
military abuses, were able to count of its 
loyalty and support; otherwise’ Portugal 
would a year ago have been called on to 
witness a revolution against the monarchy, 
organized by the monarchists, and in which 
the republicans would have been found 
fighting on the side of the monafch. 


Mob Howls at Franco. 


But the masses of the Portuguese people 
were against the king and Premier Franco. 
Their hatred culminated last June in open 
revolt. On June 21 Premier Franco, who 
was universally styled the dictator,’ made 
a journey to Oporto in the hope of obtaining 
a popular indorsement for his policy. At 
every station between Lisbon and Oporto 
the crowds hooted and hissed as his train 
passed. At one point shots were fired. At 
Oporto Franco was howled down when he 
tried tospeak. The police and troops protect- 
ing him had to charge the mob and use their 
weapons. Scores were wounded and several 
killed. Hundreds were arrested. 

When Franco returned to Lisbon at night 
there was a furious riot outside the railway 
station. The cavalry charged the mob while 
the infantry fired into it. The officers’ com- 
mands were drowned in criés of Death to 
the dictator." Revolvers were freely used 
by the crowd, and a young officer was mortal- 
ly wounded. The neighboring square was 
filled with the dead and injured, laid out in 


rows. * 


Soldiers Put Down Riot. 


The principal fighting occurred under the 
windows of Hotel d‘Angieterre, where the 
people fought for hours with stones against 
soldiers firing volleys. The ground was 
strewn with victims, but the survivors fought 
on with redoubled fury. Many soldiers and 
policement were wounded. Women with their 
aprons filled with stones supplied missiles 
to the men and urged them on. 

At one moment the mob clamored, “ To 
the palace!” desisting only because they re- 
membered the royal family was at Ciestra. 
The republican leaders harangued the peo- 
ple to revolt. Barricades were formed, The 
cafés were invaded, the people breaking up 
their furniture for extempore fortifications. 
The princtpal café in Lisbon was destroyed. 

On the next day there was public mourning 
for the dead. All newspapers appeared Wie h 
deep black borders. On business offices and 
private houses flags were at half mast. 


| That night troops again fired on the people 


in the public square, many wounded being 
conveyed to the hospitals. The shops closed 
at nightfall, fearing destruction. 

On the day of the funeral of. the victims 
all business was suspended, and members 
of every political party save the premifer’s 


| walked behind the coffins. 


Crown Prince Banished. 

The army remained loyal to the king in 
spite of its dissatisfaction, and with it at 
his back he was able to keep Premier Franco 
in power during the tempestuous months of 
1907. But the opposition to Franco was 
steadily growing, ‘and ni in a de- 
mand from parliament for his renioval. 

The answer was the imprisonment by his 
father of Crown Prince Luta in Villa Vicoso. 
a royal residence in a remote part of the 
kingdom. This was done, it was said, be- 


ferred on Franco by. the king. ewe Manet 
released.

Anarchist Plot Foiled. 


In December, 1907, an anarchist plot to kill 
Carlos was discovered. The police found 
seventy-five bombs in a house adjoining the 
barracks of the municipal guard, the corps 
attached tothe royal family. There were 
wholesale arrests, but these, including many - 
innocent persons, only stirred popular anger 
at the king to deeper depths. 

Carlos became alarmed for his safety 
and after the discovery of the plot the mu- 
nicipal guards of Lisbon, consisting of 1,200 
infantry and 500 cavalry, were confined in 
their barracks in preparation for any emer 
gency. 


Conspiracy Is Foiled. 


On Jan. 22,.1908, a conspiracy to ove * 
the monarchy and proclaim Portugal re 
public was thwarted by the watchfulness ef 
the government. 

The plot was organized by a group of ad- 
vanced republicans. As near as can be 
ascertained the plan was to assassinate Pre- 
mier Franco, and depend for success on 
street risings, supported hy secret republicag 
and labor organizations, armed with bombs 
and revolvers. 


That the plot was not a spontaneous up- 


rising of malcontents is indicated by a set 
sational article in Diario Popular, which de 
clared that many officers in the Lisbon gat.

Forty Plotters Caught.

republican revolt of 1801; Franca Borger, — 
editor of O Mundo, and a merchant na 
Grendella. 

A case of revolvers and bombs wae tound 
in the cellar. A general alarm was imme 
diately sent out, and while the prisoners 
were being taken to jail troops began to ap- 


pear from all directions. A squadron of cay~ — 


alry was placed around Premier Francos 
house, and the night passed without further 
incident.

In 1902 the president sustained a slight 
accident. On the news being communicated 
to Disbon, the king cabled directly to the 
president: Have just heard of accident. 
I express to you my full sympathy and most 
sincere hope for your complete recovery.

power. In one word, King Carlos, who be- 
fore the dissolution of the chamber was de- 


nounced by some of its members during the 


curse of the debates as „ “ coward,” asa 
“thief of public funds,” as a criminal,“ as 
„ meriting expulsion,” and as far more de- 
serving of the loss of his head than Louis 
XVI of France, became literally without 
any friends or partisans, save among his 
courtiers, and even forfeited the good will 
of those few Portuguese who were accus- 
tomed to look upon him as the most obedient 
of all monarchs to the obligations of a con- 
stitutional sovereign. 

England cannot afford to leave Portugal 


to her own devices., Aside from her treaty | 


obligations ‘towards that country she cannot 
permit the existence there of anarchy or of 
any species of régime other than the exist- 
ing government calculated to involve the 
kingdom in difficulties with other nations. 
For such difficulties, arising, say, for in- 
stance, through the damage by the mob 
done to German property at Lisbon or Opor- 
to, might resdlt in reprisals in the hape of 
the seizure by the kaiser of one or another of 
those numerous Portuguese islands and de- 
pendencies scattered in the various parts of 
the world, which, aside from ail other con- 
siderations, would prove invaluable as coal- 
ing stations. 

Great Britain's neval supremecy today is 
based not so much upon the superiority in 
the number of her ships, but on her virtual 
monopoly of those coaling stations, which 
are indispensable in the €évent of naval war- 
fare. Were Germany to secure any one of 
these colonial dependencies of Portugal, as, 
for inetance, the Azores, the Cape Verde 
archipelago, Madeira, Delagoa bay, or Ma- 
cao, the balance of naval power would be 
most seriously affected from an English 
point of view. In one word, Englar.d cannot

Sefior Franco was born in a village near 
the Sierra d' Estrella and from a boy mani- 
fested headstrong temperament. He studied 
at the University of Colmbra. On entering 
parliament he became a supporter of the 
late conservative leader, Hintze-Riberio, who 
made him a judge at the court of customs. 
After holding successively the portfolios. of 
finance, public works, and the interior, Sefior 
Franco broke away from the conservatives 
and founded the liberal regenerator party, 
and last year became president of the 
council. 

Sefior Franco declares that his chief en- 
dea vor is to administer public finance honest- 
ly and irreproachably. One of the main 
charges brought against him by his political 
enemies is that hd has burdened tne oudget 
by subsidies to the king. His answer is that 
his predecessors did this, but that he put 
an end to this hunjiliating state of things by 
increasing his majesty’s civil list. 

One's natural indignation at the unspeak- 
able tyranny receives, however, something 
like a cold douche on hearing that the dicta- 
torship was by no means an article of Sefior 
Franco's manufacture, but that it had al- 
ready been employed more than once since 
the constitution was granted, half a century 
ago, and that the parties which cried loud- 
est against the dictatorship had forestalled 
Sefior Franco in demanding it! 

„In the latter days of the legislature,” 
said Don Carlos recently, the situation had 
become impossible: The ‘ muddle ’—there is 
no other word—had to be put a stop to. It 
was then that I gave 8 dor Franco the means 
wherewith to govern.”’ 


IN ROME. 


King Victor Emmanuel Telegraphs His 
Condolence to Queen of weg 
His Cousin, 


ROME, Feb. L.—The news of the assassina- 
tion of King Carlos and the crown prince of 
Portugal at Lisbon created a tremendous 
sensation in Rome, both at the quirinal and 
the vatican. King Victor Emmanuel at 
once telegraphed to the queen of Portugal, 
who is his cousin, his most profound sorrow 
and expressed his warmest sympathy. 

The vatican was informed of the assassina- 
tion by the papal nuncio at Lisbon. The pope 
had retired for the night and Cardinal Merry 
del Val gave orders that he was not to be 
disturbed. Therefore news of the tragedy 
will not be communicated to him until morn- 
ing.

Something About the Pretender 
to Portugal’s Throne. 


REVOLUTION ONLY CHANCE. 


Says He Will Reign When the Proper 
Time Comes. 


Dom Miguel de Braganza, whose hopes of 
mounting to Portugal’s throne are bright- 
ened by the assassination of King Carlos 
and the crown prince, until the last year 
was content to live in comparative el 
fn Austria. 

Troubles in Portugal and the acts of Don 
Carlos brought him from retirement, and 
Europe was astonished by his announcement 
that he had not renounced his claim to the 
throne of Portugal and when the proper 
time should arrive he would be ready ead 
delighted to take possession 2 it. 


His Blood Only Part ‘Royal. 


Dom Miguel is only in part of royal blood: 


For hie mother, who survives as a Benedic- 
tine nun, did not belong to any of the reign- 
ing houses of Europe, but merely to one of the 
families of the medtatized nobility, being a 
princess of Lowenstein Wertheim. It wasa 
nephew of hers, Prince Louis of Lowenstein 
Wertheim, who was killed in the Philippines 
in 1800, while fighting in the ranks of the 
Insurgents against the American troops. As 
stated above, Dom Miguel Was born in Aus- 
tria some twenty years after his father’s 
exile from Portugal, and, all told, he has 
spent but three days in Portugal, which he 
Visited secretly at the closé of the Bosnian- 
Herzogovinian campaign, narrowly escaping 


Arrest. 
Ot his six sisters, the eldest is married to 
Don Alphonse of Bourbon, the only brother 
of Don Carlos. The second is Archduchess 
Maria Therese, widow of the Austrian em- 
peror's brother, Charles Louis, and step- 
mother of the heir apparent. A third sister 
is the wite of Duke Charles Theodore of 
Bavaria, the celebrated oculist, and a sister- 
in-law, therefore, of the late empress of 
Austria, and of the €x-queen of Naples. An- 
other sister of Dom Miguel is the consort of 
the relgning grand duke of Luxemburg, 
while still another sister has as hushand Rob- 
ert of Bourbon, ex-sovereign duke of Parma. 
Dom Miguel himself has been twice mar- 
ried, his first wife having been a princese of 
Thurn and Taxis, while his present helpmate 
belôngs to the same family as his mother 
namely: that of Lowenstein Wertheim. 


Has Two Worthless Sons. 

He has two sons, and it is to be hoped for 
the sake of Portugal that neither of them 
will ever be intrusted with the control, of 
her destinies as king. For the second son, 
Prince Francis Joseph of Braganza, was ar- 
rested in London for a horrible offense when 
he visited England at the time of King Ed- 
ward's coronation. 

His dismissal from the Austrian army, in 
which he held a commission as lieutenant 
of the Seventh crack regiment of hussars, 
promptly followed. 

As for the elder of the two brothers, Prince 
Michael, he is regarded by many as respon- 
sible for the death of Prince Albert of 
Saxony, the youngest brother of the present 
king of Saxony. Prince Michael had been 
dining, not wisely but too well, at a coun- 
try house in the neighborhood of Dresden. 
On his driving back to town he overtook the 
éequipage of Prince Albert, and either 
through carelessness or else in pursuance 
of some drunken idea of fun caught his 
wheels in those of Prince Albert’s carriage 
with so much violence that it was overturned 
into the ditch, Prince Albert, its occupant, 
sustaining such injuries that he succumbed 
a few hours later. 

The duke of Braganza is a strikingly hand- 
some man and accomplished being in this 
respect a great credit to the Jesuits, who 
are responsible for his education. Heshowed 
himself a dashing officer of Austrian cav- 
alry in the suppression of the insurrection of 
Herzegevina and Bosnia, and is one of the 
cleverest sporting shots in Durope, having 
hunted big game in India and in central Afri- 
ca, as well as inthe Rockies. 

As for his’ claims to the throne of Portu- 
gal, they can only 15 described as being 
based on usurpation. |

Distress Caused by Wind. 


The wind, blowing at the rate of forty miles 
an hor in the afternoon, added to the dis- 
comfort from the storm to human beings 
and to horses as they struggled through the 
streets. The wind seemed to come from every 
direction, though its prevailing direction was 
from the west, and was gusty and merciless. 
At times it nearly swept persons from their 
feet. It caught the skirts of women and 
twisted them about, sent men scurrying after 
their hats along State street, and lashed the 
faces of pedestrians furiously. 

Three inches of snow fell during the day, 
making six inches since the beginning of the 
storm the day before. It was a fine, sifting, 
drifting snow that gave railroads and street 
car lines much trouble, filling up the 
switches almost as fast as they were swept 
clear. Street cars crept along slowly, and 
frequent blockades of the lines added to 
the discomfort of the public. 


Get Work in Cleaning Streets. 

The ul wind in this instance blew some 
good to the unemployed. Nearly 100 men 
from The Tribune emergency lodging house 
found work in the railroad yards, on the 
street car lines, or in the streets sweeping 
snow, and the Municipal lodging house fur- 

ished nearly as many. 

r Hight hundred men were employed by the 
city and half that number by the Citizens’ 
street cleaning bureau to clean the snow from 
the streets in the First ward. Thecity force 
under the direction of Ward Superintendent 
Robert M. Cochrane worked all night with a 
shift of 360 men and nearly 100 teams, and by 
late this afternoon it is expected the streets 
will be pretty well cleaned up.

HIS TOMB WAITS FOR YEARS.

Pioneer Chicagoan Viewed Place on 
His Golden Wedding Day:

After contracting with his undertaker 
for his own burial, selecting a casket two 
years in advance of Mis death, and building 
a mausoleum in St. Boniface cemetery at an 
outlay of $10,000, Ferdinand Link, a wealthy 
retired carriage maker, died yesterday at 
his residence, 76 Walton place. 

The funeral has been set for next Wednes- 
day. Mr. Link's body will be interred in the 
tomb at St. Boniface, the ceremony being 
carried out as prearranged by Mr. Link two 
years ago with Henry Birren, an undertaker, 
404 East Division street. 

The only diyergence from the plans of the, 
deceased will be that the coffin selected will, 
not be used. Both Mr. Link and his wife two 
years ago selected two aluminium caskets. 
Since then, according to Undertaker Birren, 
this class of caskets has gone out of fashion. 
The aluminium coffins were sold, and will 
de replaced. by bronze receptacles, 


Tomb Waits Six Years. 

The big tomb in St. Boniface has been 
awaiting an occupant nearly six years. On 
July 8. 1902; Mr. and Mrs. Link celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of their wedding by 
dedicating the $10,900 sepulchre. On that day 
following the golden wedding G@inner at their 
residence. Mr. and Mrs. Link went to the 
cemetery and stood for a moment with 
ciasped hands in front of the“*edifice. Then 
they celebrated high mass at the St. Bene- 
dictus church, Blue Island. 

The tomb is one of the most elaborate in 
the cemetery. It was in course of erection 
eight years, On either side of the approach 
stands a life sized figure in graniteof their 
patron saints—Mary and Ferdinand. Mr. 
and Mrs. Link for many years have beer 
members of the St. Joseph's Roman Catholic 
church. 

Romance in Marriage. . 

They cloped and were married in1%2. Aft- 
er escaping the vigilance of the bride's par- 

ents, who objected to the match on the 
grounds Mr. Link was not a Catholic they 
plighted their troth in the gloomy office of a 
justice of the peace.

Before an Elevated Train. 


DRESS TORN UNDER WHEELS. 


Lad Who Had Been Blown Off plat- 
form Reseued Unhutt. 


Miss Lawrence Elmendorf, 418 North State 
street, young, pretty, a graduate of Barnard 
college, now studying for a master’s degree 
at the University of Chicago, proved her- 
self a heroine yesterday afternoon when at 
the risk of her own life she rescued a smd 
boy from death. 

It was early in the afternoon that Mise El- 
mendort was waiting at the Chicago avenue 
station of the Northwestern elevated for a 
north bound train.

Miss Elmendorf leaped to the snowy, icy 
track, extricated the boy from the position 
in which he was wedged between the ties 
and threw him up on the platform. 


Dragged by the Train. 

Then she turned just in time to grasp the 
iron railing on the front of the oncoming 
train. The motorman had applied the brakes 
as soon ae he saw the danger, but Miss 
Elmendorf was dragged several feet before 
the train could be stopped. Her dress was 
torn and she was bruised, but otherwise un- 
injured. 

She was assisted to the platform by the 
trainmen, but refused to be sympathized with 
or made a heroine of. She assured the terri- 
fled motorman that she did not hold him re- 
sponsible. She then took the boy and Mar- 
garet Henning, who had become hysterical 
with fright, to a restaunant and gave them 
some hot coffee. 

When seen last night she refused to discuss 
the affair as a deed of heroism. 

‘Why, it is nonsense for you to talk that 
Way, she said. I did nothing that you or 
any one else would not have done. If you 
saw a little boy blown in front of a train 
you wouldn't stop to think whether or not 
you would tear your dress, would you? Be- 
sides, he fell in between the ties in such a 
way that he could not have got out himself. 
Indeed, I am afraid I hurt him a little jerit- 
Ang him out. 


Going to Take Charge of the Boy. 

“I will not give you the name of the little 
boy because he has been in terror ever since 
the accident that his father would hear of it 
and beat him. I have investigated this aft- 
ernoon and found that the boy’s mother is 
dead and his father is a worthless drunkard. 
I have brought him home with me and I ex- 
pect to keep him here until I cam provide for 
him as I have for two other boys in New 
York. I sent them to Junior Republic, a 
colony of such boys as this one up the Hud- 
son, where the boys work and play and gov- 
ern themselves — learn useful trades.’’

The objection to 
this plan is that it would call for double 
deck tracks at junction points. 

The association is thoroughly weighing the 
advantages of Ald. Foreman’s plan to have 
a stub terminal station. Some of the members 
favor the plan to divide the present loop into 
four small loops, ene for each of the ele- 
vated lines. 

Attorney Clarenee N. Goodwin anbounced 
that there are now 250 members in the asso- 
clation. The membership is made up of ten- 
ants as well as property owners along the 
loop, all willing to fight the project of extend- 
ing the present loop platforms.

If earnings of the Chicago Railways com- 
pany for the current year are as satisfactory 
ae officials estimate, the returns will de un- 
expectedly large, so far as the general public 
is concerned. Earnings have been growing 
at a rate of from 6 to 10 per cent, and iis on 
the present basis that caloulations are made 
tor the year. 

It is roundly estimated that after oper- 
ating expenses and other provisions fixed in 
the ordinance, the revenue applicable to in- 
terest on the company’s investment and di- 
Vision of net with the city will be approx- 
imately $3,000,000. 

According to the terms of the ordinance the 
company, after operating charges, etc., 
entitled to 5 per cent on the amount invested 
in the property. The ordinance fixed $22,- 
600,000 with a reservation for adjustment of 
eertain properties not then included. It is 
figured that this latter will result in an in- 
crease of $1,500,000, making the investment 
Instead of $29,000,000, $30,500,000, 6 per cent 
on which is to be deducted from earnings 
before dividing with the city. 


New Bonds Add to Investment. 


“The first mortgage bonds to be issued mere- 
ly represent additional investment. [If in 
; coming year $2,500,000 should be ex- 
pended in rehabilitation it would add $2,500,- 
000 more to the investment account, Making 
it $33,000,000. Bonds are issued against, new 
investment to raise the maneey for making 
the same. The 5 per cent on the investment 
pays the bond interest. 

According to the estimate of $8,000,000, the 
Company will deduct on its investment 
$1,775,000, leaving $1,225,000, 55 per cent of 
which goes to the city and 45 per cent to 
the company. In the following table interest 
fs calculated on $5,000,000 first mortgage 
‘bonds instead of $2,500,000.

Money for the Certificates. 

After the operations of the sinking fund 
have been satisfied, surplus earnings should 
begin to be distributed over the participation 
certificates. “ Certificate" ts merely a new 
term in effect for stock. They are calied 
certificates of equal parts, ene part being 
equal to one share of stock of the par valve 
of 6100. 

There are 265,000 “parts,” divided into 
series 1, 80,800 parts; series 2, 324,100 parts;

Legislative Committee Forms 


Itself Into Detective Or- 
ganizations. 


NO NOTICE OF THE VISITS. 


Members Will Reconvene in Chi- 


cago on Feb. 10 to Finish 
Their Work. 


Having divided into three separate 
detective orga ; the legislative in- 
vestigating committee this week will make a 
series of raids on state asylums in search 
of evidence of irregularities of the sort that 
have been unearthed in such numbers at the 
Lincoln asylum for feeble minded children. 

Just which institutions .re to be visited, 
the time of the visits, and li other informe- 
tion of this nature ie carefully guarded by the 
subcommittees of legislators, as it is their 
intention to make their swoops upon the asy- 
lums as great surprises as possible. 

This program was mapped out by the 
members of the committee, of which Repre- 
sentative John W. Hill is chairman, at a 
secret meeting held late Friday night at the 
St. Nicholas hotel, Springfield. It was agreed 
that such detailed and formal hearings as 
were conducted at the Lineoln asylum would 
take the greater part of the summer and 
that it would be impossible to have anything 
like a comprehensive report on asylum con- 
ditions by the time the legisiature recon- 
venes. 5 

According to the best information to be had 
Representatives Hill and McGoorty will 
spend the early part of the week attending 
to their private business in Chicago, which, 
they said, had suffered during their absence 
at Lincoln. It is probable that they will visit 
Bartonville during the week.

Announcement Paves Way for Further

New York, Feb. 1.—[{Special.]—The “ sim- 
plified spelling board has done it again. 
A further list of words which should de 
misspelled according to their ideas and those« 
of President Roosevelt was issued this morn- 
ing. The second list contains seventy-five, 
words.

No man in political life will, of 
course, admit t the race and

social economy who affirm that such is the

Mr. Balfour discussed the question whether 
death was inevitable in nations as well a 
in men. His views were optimistic. He re- 
jected the old assumption that everybody in 
politics must decay as Rome decayed. He 
disagreed with Macaulay, who conceived 
that national greatness is periodic—that 
when New Zealand had become great Lon- 
don would be in ruins. 

The nation which discovers the origin of 
decay and guards against it will have the 
higher vitality, he argued. He touched on 
two or three causes of national decadence— 
slavery, the falling in the birth rate, and the 
{ lack of initiative. 


Birth Problem Not Hopeless. 


The fall of the birth rate, especially among 

the classes which are most worthy of repro- 
duction, is a most pressing matter todey, he 
said. National stock is being replenished 
from the wrong source, but the problem is 
not beyond the reach of science. Moreover, 
the harmfulness of conditione under which 
the poorest of the population are reared are 
exaggerated. 
+ This was tn reply to Hyndman, a prominent 
socialist leader, who has been warning the 
country that t is an appalling physica. 
degeneration among the masses of England's 
population, due to permanent poverty. 

This is a familiar allegation from socia'- 
istic sources, and it brings an answer from 
Prof. Lankester: There is no evidence that 
privation and tmjurious conditions cause the 
deterioration of stock in animals or plants. 
They may kill out the stock or race, but they 
don't alter ite congenital quality. Has Hynd- 
man grounds for nne other resulte in 
the case of man?” 


State Largess Pauperizing. 

Other commentators pursuing the subject 
beyond the point reached by Balfour argue 
that character is after all the maingpring of 
national life and the chief danger to char- 
acter these days are the theories advocated 
by Hyndmanand his sympathizers.

FRIENDS FAIL TO SAVE 
HISTORIC CROSBY HALL. 


Structure Must Be Torn Down, but Ma- 
terial Will Be Used in Rebuilding on. 
Cheaper Site. 


[BY WIRELESS TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDr] 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Now that it is settled 
that the strenuous efforts made by the press 
and public to save historic Crosby hall from 
demolition have failed, it has been decided to 
return to the subscribers the $25,000 that was 
contributed to the preservation fund. 

It is interesting to note that since it became 
certain that the hall will be pulled down 
several of the newspapers that were strong 
supporters of the movement for its preser- 
vation are now declaring that it really doesn't 
matter much that the bullding is to go. They 
say there is really little of historic interest 
in the edifice, and that it is not worth while 
to shed many tears over the failure to raise 
sufficient money to insure its preservation. 
Most of the original Crosby hall disappeared 
a long time ago, these newspapers say. 

About as much genuine historic associa- 
tion is connected with Crosby hall today as 
there is connected with a chair in a certain 
restaurant in which Americans delight to sit 
in the misleading belief that Dr. Johnson 
once sat in it,“ one of the London papers de- 
clares. 

This remark of course is not regarded as ab- 
lightfully humorous by those students of his- 
tory who, after having made investigations 
on their own account, swear, by Crosby hall 
as M now stands—or, to speak with exact- 
ness, as it now appears half standing and half 
demolished—and maintain that it is historic 
through and through. Indeed, some of the 
experts support the historic side of Crosby 
hall so strongly that they have arranged to 
have all the stones and important timbers 
numbered with the object of .reérecting the 
building on a site less expensive than the 
one that id now being vacated. The re- 
erection of the hall on comparatively inex- 
pensive ground is likely to come about in 
the course of time.

FAMOUS SHIP P TAVERN CLOSED. 


| William Pitt, Before the the Revolutionary 
War, Instituted the Inn’s White 
Bait Dinners. l 


LONDON, Feb. 1.—The Ship tavern, one 
of the most famous of London's riverside 
inns, located in Greenwich, has closed its 
doors after an existence extending back to 
the days of the great English statesman 
William Pitt, who denounced the war against 
the American colonies and after whom was 
named Fort Pitt, from which the city of Pitts- 
burg takes its name. 

It was at the Ship tavern that Pitt insti- 
tuted the famous ministerial white bait din- 
ners in his time of sixteen years as a mem- 
ber of the ministry. In the days when 
Greenwich was a fashionable riverside resort 
the Ship tavern became known all over the 
world. It was while William Pitt was leader 
of the ministry. 120 years ago that hé intro- 
duced the custom of the yearly gathering to- 
gether at the close of the parllamentary ses- 
sion of the cabinet ministers, the judges of the 
higher courts, and the members of the gov- 
ernment to partake of a banquet at the Ship 
tavern, Greenwich. known as the ministerial 
white bait dinner. 

Its feature was the white balt, a small fish 
not much more than an inch in length, for 
which Greenwich is famous, and which is 
considered a great delicacy. It is eaten with 
cayenne pepper, lemon juice, and brown 
bread and butter. 

The custom of the ministerial white bait 
dinner at the Ship tavern was continued reg- 
ularly from the time it was ingtituted by 
Pitt until 1880. After that time the custom 
was not observed regularly and ten years ago 
it fell into entire disuse.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—Although the women in 
France who wish the right to vote have 
not reached that perfection in advertising 
thelr demands their English sisters have at- 
tained, they never neglect an opportunity of 
forwarding their claims. The minister of 
justice recently issued a circular giving work- 
ing men for the first time the right to serve 
on juries. 

This has moved Mme. Auclert, leader of the 
suffragettes, to write the minister, praising 
his decision and asking him to give a similar 
right to women. 

“If working men are necessary for rend- 
ering justice to working men, how can he 
refuse women the right to render justice to 
women: is her query. 

According to the law, only electors can 
serve on juries, but Mme. Auclert says as the 
law does not distinguish between men and 
women it is a question of collecting taxés, 
that matters little to the women. She thinks 
she is especially fitted for trying cases of in- 


fanticide and crimes of passion.

May Be a Tray for Hoppe. 

If George Sutton so wills it Hoppe will have 
to play for the title of 18-2 billiard champion 
the night after he finishes his 18-1 match 
with Jake Schaefer, which would greatly 
handicap Hoppe, who would have no oppor- 
tunity.to practice for the 18-2 game. 

This important point was brought to the 
attention of local critics yesterday after a 
careful reading of the rules, which show 
that, according. to their interpretation, the 
regulations provide that the games be 
played within sjxty days after the accept- 
ance of the challenge.

The. next championship games—that be- 
tween Schaefer and Hoppe at 18-1, and the 
match for the 18-2 championship between 
Sution and Hoppe—undoubtedly will be 
playcd at Orchestra hall in Chicago. Hoppe 
challenged for both titles before the eastern 
games were played and both Sutton and 
Schaefer have covered his forféits. As 
Schaefer. was the first to accept he, accord- 
ing to the rules, will have to play first.

PREJUDICE 18 TOO STRONG. 


MoFariand’s Two Victories Demon- 
strate He Has the Class.

Whenever an eastern boxer aspires to first 
class pugilistic honors it is taken for grant- 
ed by the edstern press and the eastern fol- 
lowers of the game that he is the goods, 
but when a westerner aspires to the same 
honors, regardiess of past performances. 
they want to be shown. It is the same old 
story—a fighter, trrespective of his ability 
and his class A western reputation, is nota 
fighter, in their eyes, until he bears the 
New York or eastern trademark. 

That is why Packey McFarland, the 
Chicago lightweight, was not taken sericus- 
ly when he invaded the east. The know-it- 
all critics were willing to accept him as a 
fairly good fighter with a slight tinge of 
class, but they thought he was assuming 
too much when he came into their midst 
prepared to fight the best they had in the 
market. According to the New Yorkers, the 
pugilistic halo encircled the heads of Tommy 
Murphy and Bert Keyes. In Philadelphia 
“Young” Erne and “ Young” Loughbery 
wereran unbeatabie pair and the beet pair in 
the east to draw to. In the west we gave 
the quartet all the credit due them. 

We knew they were tough propositions, 
and as McFarland practically was a begin- 
ner with limited experience we feared his 
meeting a tdrtar when he concluded to 
beard the eastern Hons in their respective 
dens.

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‘BAIRD 10 LEAVE MICHIGAN? 


Students Hear Rumors That Ath- 
letic Director May Resign. 


HAS BUSINESS AT KANSAS. 


Goes to Leavenworth to Settle Estate 
of Father-in-Law. 


Ann Arbor,-Mich., Feb. 1.—[Special. }—Dis- 
quieting rumors are bruited around the 
campus that Graduate Director Charles 
Baird is likely to sever his connection with 
the University of Michigan Athletic associa- 
tion soon, and devote his entire attention to 
responsiijlities that have devolved upon him 
through the death of his father-in-law, a 
wealthy banker of Leavenworth, Kas. 

Mr. Baird, when asked whether or not there 
Was any foundation for the tale that he is 
thinking of leaving Michigan, said he was 
not planning such a course at present. He 
did not say he intended staying here perma- 
nently, but put it that he was not thinking 
of giving up the directorate in the immediate 
future. 

“There is no truth at all in the story that 
i was left @ good ded! of property by my 
father-in-law on condition that I leave here 
and go to Kansas to give my undivided at- 
tention to the management of it,“ said he. 
“That tale is absurd.“ 

Baird's wife is the principal heiress to the 
estate, and the director has a Freat deal to 
do with the straightening up of affairs con- 
nected with it. The work demands that he 
leave here tomorrow for Leavenworth, and 
stay there until March 1. 

Those who have been following the two 
years’ war between Michigan and the west- 
ern conference feel certain the only thing 
responsible for Baird’s holding on to the di- 
ee now is the decision of the board 

control to pull out of the late Big Nine. 
With his new interests coming to demand 
his attention at the time when the crisis in 
the athietic situation was at hand, most 
students feel that “a decision adverse to his 
policy of withdrawal from the conference 
would have decided him in favor of leay- 
ing.

STADDEN HERO OF THE MERT 


Spectator, He Is Forced to Run 
Relay for University High. 


HIS WORK MAKES TEAM WIN. 


Sensational Meident in Dual Games 
with Oak Park. 


One of the keenest fought and in many 
respects the most sensational high school 
meet ever contested in Chicago was won 


yesterday by the athletes of University High 


in their @ual games with the Oak Park boys 
in the Bartlett gymnasium. The score was 
41 to 386. Victory came in the final event, the 
relay race, after an afternoon of exciting 
races. 

To Stadden University High owed its suc- 
cess. With only the relay race to be con- 
tested the score stood 36 to 36. Stadden had 
been a spectator all through the meet, as he 
had refrained from competing because of ill- 
ness in his family. When the call for the 
relay came and the runners were all assem- 
bled ready for their marks the University 
High rooters set up a cry for Stadden and 
demanded that he run. 


Stadden Forced to Run. 

Stadden at first refused, but when the 
shouts of his schoolmates gtew more and 
more vociferous he finally left the bleachers 
and hurried to the dressing room, where he 
donned a borrowed track suit. Oak Park pro- 
tested the delay and while the boys of that 
team were pressing the officials to start the 
race Stadden made his appearance on the 
track. 

O’ Neil started the race for University High 
and had the misfortune to stumble when: he 
seemed to have a safe lead. Rogers, running 
against him, tumbled head over heels over 
his opponent, but managed to lead the way 
to the finish after hastily scrambling to his 
feet. 

Stadden, a few feet ih the rear, then picked 
up the race and flew around the track line a 
deer. He passed his man in ten yards and 
then proceeded to open up a gap of twelve 
yards. Johhson, next to run for University 
High, held the lead and Wilson, last of the 
quartet, kept the distance to the finish. It 
was a Stadden victory. 


Wilson Greatest Point -Winner. 

- Wilson, however, was most largely respon- 
sible for the points which placed University 
High on such even terms with the Oak Park- 
ers. He was the individual star of the meet. 
He won fifteen points—first in the 50 yard 
dash, the 200 yard dash, and in the shotput, 
setting excellent marks in each of the events, 
besides running a magnificent race in the 
relay race. 

Randolph, the Oak Park star sprinter, was 
suffering from burns on his legs and was 
not in hie best shape. Wilson, however. won 
on his merits, setting a mark of :05 8-5, 
which never has been bettered by a local 
high school athlete for fifty yards. He also 
put the shot 43 feet, which was close to the 
high school record, and then ran the 220 yards 
in the phenomenally good time of :26 1-5, 
which ties the existing record.

English Librarians Not Pleased. 

An English library authority has gone so 
far as to accuse Mr. Carnegie of not caring 
what becomes of a library after he once has 
unloaded it upon a community which agrees 
to assist him in his plans for dying a little 
poorer than he was. 
’ Writing in the London Academy of the 
British situation, Robert Johnston enters 
into an analysis of conditions there which 
may explain why so many communities 
everywhere are finding ranklings over the 
Carnegie library condition. The operation of 
the library from the tax funds of 1 penny in 
the pound taxation he points out as hopeless: 

A country urban district with a few thou- 
sand inhabitants is brought under the eye 
of Mr. Carnegie. He thereupon offers a sum 
large enough to build a good library buifld- 
ing on the usual conditions.“ These are 
that the library act of 1802 shall be adopted 
and a penny rate levied; that the cost of the 


‘site shall not come out of the library fund, 


and above all that no part of the donation 
hall be expended on books. 

The outcome is both ludicrous and pain- 
ful. A handsome building is erected and the 
library rate produces perhaps $1,500 per an- 
num. Out of this ridiculous sum the library 
is to be maintained, the public is to be well 
supplied with books, and a library staff is to 


be paid.

„Mr. Carnegie resolutely ignores the rep- 
resentations that have been made to him 
from time to time by librarians and people 
who understand, that library buildings with- 
out books are veritable mockeries, and that 
the best library administered by a man who 
ie not a Hbrarian cannot produce the best 
results. Further, Mr. Carnegie has con- 
sistently refused to help libraries which are 
doing good work, but, which are crippled by 
a lack of plentiful funds. He does not 
finance already established libraries; his 
aim is to establish libraries; that they may 
stagnate or go to ruin afterwards is no con- 
cern of his. 

„It would be perhaps unjust to infer that 
Mr. Carnegie cares more for the bronze me- 
dalllon of himself which adorns the libraries 
which he bas built than for the books and 
the librarians that are their breath of life. 
But one reasonably may infer that the in- 
fluence of Mr. Carnegie has not been unal- 
loyed good. There may be other sides to this 
question, but, speaking 40 a librarian, this 
one is most evident to me.’

Of the larger cities which have been dis- 
posed to go back on the Carnegie agree- 
ments, Louisville, Ky., is a good example. 
Recently the library board asked the city 
council for 1 cent more than it had received 
from the tax returns of the year béfore and 
the council, instead of voting the increase as 
asked, cut the appropriation by 1 cent from 
what it had been before. Unless this action 
shall be rescinded, Louisville will be in a 
position of defaulting on its library contract.

Success Rules Stand aghast. 

But in the ease of a successful man who is 
doing something and who isn’t too busy doing 
it to try to treat a caller decently, a man 
who knows the world can make a pretty good 
guess at some of that man’s characteristics 
which led to his success. One of Mr. Mc- 
Donnell’s friends, however, gave me a tip 
on perhaps the chief feature leading to Mt-

About this time something suggested the 
learning of shorthand to this young tracer 
in the correspondence department.

Wise Words of 3 Medill. 

In the opinion of many people who know, 
howcver, the point of chief disaffection over 
the Carnegie library lies in the fact that in 
the nature of the gifts many communities 
have been forced into an acceptance of the 
library idea before public sentiment had 
ripened for it. 

Tears ago when certain people in Chicago 
were trying to influence public spirited citi- 
zens Lo force the building of the Chicago pub- 
lic tibrary, Joseph Medill, founder of Tan 
TRIDUN®S, called on me, said Librarian Hild. 
Mr. Medill was against any short cut to the 
building. Chicago, he said, never will ap- 
preciate a free public library until it has 
voted to tax itself for the building and its 
maintenance. When the city is ready for a 
library it will do that, and when it has done 
so it will be appreciative of the institution.’ 

Perhaps I did not see the Philosophy of 
that speech then as plainly as I do now,” said 
Mr. ind, “ but it was truth.

With his half a hundred millions devoted to 
his libraries and ee hundred millions 
given to his Pittsburg technical schools, to 
other educational institutions, and to his 
hero fund and teachers’ pension schemes, a 
recent elaborately bound and printed volume 
of 500 pages descriptive of the three days’ 
ceremonials at the dedication of the Carnegie 
institute at Pittsburg might indicate how a 
man susceptible to flatteries could be induced 
te give under profound practical discourage- 
ments. This beautiful volume, limited to an 
edition of 1,500 copies, is a study illustrative 
of the possibilities of flattery where the cost 
of it need not be counted. 

Page after page is given over to congrat- 
ulatory telegrams and cables from roy alty 
and from educational and civic authorities 
all over the world. Page after page is given 
over to the long lists of celebrities who at- 
tended the dedicatory exercises in person. A 
full page autographed photogravure of the 
founder occupies the p ition of frontispiece 
and a study of the e speech in full 
indicates that his hearers came a little more 
intent upon applauding than upon listening.

Richard T. Crane's Criticisms. 

In Chicago the manufacturer and philan- 
thropist, Richard T. Crane, has been 3 
the harshest critics of the Carnegie institute 
at whose dedication last April so much — 
plause was accorded the speech of the found- 
er. Mr. Crane expressed it as his under- 
standing of the origin of the institute that 
years before Mr. Carnegie chanced te find a 
bright young man in one of his mills, and on 
inquiry had discovered that this bright young 
man hau received the benefits of a techno- 
logical education in some endowed school, 
Therefore Mr. Carnegie decided to endow & 
school—and did it. 

But in view of this Memorial of the Cele- 
bration of the Carnegie Institute at Pitts- 
burg, Pa.,” it is an interesting fact, recog- 
nized by Pittsburg, at least, that there is no 
such structure in existence, in spite of the 
dedication of nearly a year ago. The Car- 
negie Institute of today simply ‘s an or- 
ganization known originally as the “ Board 
of Trustees of the Carnegie Fine Arts and 
Museum Collection Fund.“ 

This fund of $9.000,000 was in charge of the 
board, and when the technological schools 
were conceived the board became The Car- 
negie Institute,” and was privileged to use 
the interest from the fund in support of the 
art gallery, the museum, and the technical 
achoo 


The $6,000,000 Carnegie library building in 
Schenley park houses the art gallery and the 
museum. The buildings housing the tech- 
nical schools, with equipments, have not cost 
to exceed $1,500,000, and are at some distance, 
from the library building. 


Four Carnegie Schools in Pittsburg. 


These schools are the School of Applied 
Science, for the training of engineers; the 
School of Apprentices and Journeymen, for 
the training of men in the industrial field; 
the School of Applied Design, for the appli- 
eation of art to industry, and the Margaret 
Morrison Carnegie school, for the training of 
women in the domestic sciences. 

Pittsburg has been critical of these ineti- 


tutions and factional differences have broken 


out over the city. Some of the charges in 
detail are significant of local feeling. Noto- 
riously the city councils have been sore * 
at the increasing demands for support of the 
library itself. Friends of the library have 
insisted that it is by no means accidental that 
the Carnegie institute has been allowed to 
give out the Impression that the library 
building is the institute.“ 

There is insistence that the Museum of 
Fine Arts and the museum proper will be 
available largely for the rich. As a counter 
charge the assertion is made that the tech- 
nical schools are dominated by the labor 
unions. An objection is made that an expe- 
rienced educator is not in the director's 
chair; too much time is given to higher edu- 
cation and too little to teaching the average 
boy a trade, and boys under 16 years old are 
admitted to this higher education before they 


are ripe for it.

HAT queer inventions and combina- 
tions necessity will bring about is 
excellently iNustrated in the for- 


eign districts of Chicago, where the 


hard times make themselves felt 
more strongly and more glaringly than in 
any other part of the city. In food and 
lodging, clothing, and amusements strange 
devices are resorted to. by many immigrants 
to make the same amount of money go a 
longer way than it would have gone under 
normal conditions, and had work been plenti- 
ful. 

In their efforts to save, to economize, the 
immigrants are assisted in almost every case 
by their fellow-immigrants, who have 
worked up to a better and more secure posi- 
tion in the new world than they have done. 

Perhaps the most striking child of mother 
necessity, the most striking invention used 
as a money saver in these immigrant dis- 
tricts is the use of physicians’ offices as hard 
times lodging houses for the physicians’ 
friends.. In several cases in the immigrant 
districts of Chicago physicians have allowed 
two or three of their friends and country- 
men who are out of work to sleep in their of- 
fices. Im each case the act of the physician 
is prompted by a charitable feeling, by a 
sense of duty to his more unfortunate fellow 
countryman who came to seek his fortune 
in this country at a time when fortunes 
are not so easily 1 
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Doctor Tells Why He Does It. 

“Of course,” explained a physician on a 
thickly populated foreign street, “no one 
knows that I allow three men to sleep in my 
office during these out work times. It would 
not look dignified. Still, I cannct help but 
allow these men to come here and spend 
six hours a night in my office. 
go to bed before 12 and always are up be- 
fore 6 in the morning, so as to put the office 
in order and ventilate it properly. 

All of the men I allow to sleep in this 
office are honest and industrious, and some 
day will achieve. success in their respective 
occupations. It is for this reason that I 
permit them to come here rather than have 
their pride hurt by having to go to mu- 
nicipal dodging houses or other charitable 
instſtutie ns. It may possibly not look good 
if people should. get to know it. But we 
keep that a secret and some day, when these 
hard times will have passed, I will certainly 
feel good pver it. A lift in time of trouble 
is always remembered and always appre- 
ciated by the immigrant.”

Few Foreigners So Fortunate. 

Not all of the foreign immigrants who are 
out of work and whose funds are slim are 
as fortunate as the three men in the above 
case. Most of them have no friends who 
are physicians. With them the problem of 
paying a week's rent or moving seven 
nights without a steady lodging place is a 
‘serious one. 

“Phere is any amount of people in this 
neighborhood,” declared the proprietor of a 
restaurant on the west side, wh have no 
steady lodging place. To rent a room per- 
wanently would cost them at least $1.50 
a week. On this much they can live a week 
in gut of work seasons. Many of them 
therefore simply stay with their friends a 
night at a time. 

“They go into a restaurant, meet a friend 
they know, and ask if they could not sleep 
the night at his place. No one would, of 
course, refuse to keep a man who is his 
friend ins good times. And in this way they 
da ve or rather make their money last longer.“ 

In a number of cases men were reported 
to be sleeping in barns and sheds in order 
to save their last few cents for a meal. 

„I have had men come to me all morning,” 
ald the manager of a Polish daily paper, 
“asking me what they should do about 
finding work and lodging. Some of them 
showed a sort of a morbid understanding 
of the present situation. Others, on the 
other hand, who never taought that such a 
thing as no work could occur in the United 
States, were simply bewildered and talked 
as if they had something coming to them.

But the most interesting of these war- 
derers are the young Polish, Isithuanian, and 
Bohemian giris, who worked in the stock- 
yards and who now come to Milwaukee ave- 
nue or Eighteenth street, where most of the 
foreign employment agencies are located, 
to look for new kinds of work, “even do- 
mestic work," if they can only find ft. 

It is a cruel joke, but I cannot help telling 
it to you,“ said a German woman, the keeper 
of an employment agency on Milwaukee 
avenue. Many of the girls come dbyn 
dead sure that they will get work because— 
well because in their hearts they have 
decided to take ‘even domestic work,’ if 
nothing else can be procured. Some think 
they will surprise me by expressing their 
willingness to do this ‘ hated’ kind of labor. 
Soon, however, they find out that even house- 
work is not to be gotten now. There are 
ten applications to every single call for a 
domestic, and the places are usually filed 
by girls who have had experience in that 
line of work, 

“ What can I do with a girl,“ the woman 
continued,

send her to a restaurant to wash dishes. I 
sent one girl to such a place and inside of a 
week shé ‘broke over $5 worth of dishes.

We have received a large number of let- 
ters from many people ail over the country, 
asking us if we could not furnish them 
with domestics from these immigrant girls.“ 
said a member of the league. “ Many of 
these letters state that a girl could get a 
good home and would be treated nicely.

If 

he has had a little business or bank- 

ung experience to start with he may 
skip the messenger force training and be 
put at keeping a-set of “ city statements or 


running an adding machine. These are the 


next stepe after the messenger force. 

But it ie questionable whether the man 
gains by this step. The new recruit will 
learn far more about banking and its meth- 
ods on the messenger force than he will in 
any corresponding time on any other job 
in the office. The knowledge comes so fast 
for the first few weeks that it is well nigh 
to absorb it all at once, be he 
ever so bright.

Must Master Details First 

Once on the adding machine force, he will 
find hie work to consist of punching a num- 
bered keyboard and handling checks, bun- 
dies and bales of checks, all day long. It 
is monotonous work until the operator gets 
some degree of expertness. Then some- 
times the. race appeals to him. An experi- 
enced operator can handle and list the checks 
in marvelously quick time. Under compe- 
tition, a few days ago, one contestant sted 
100 checks in one minute and forty-seven 
seconds. 

Then, after the neophyte has pa ey this 
much, he is put in the “city statement” 
department. There he learns to “foot” 
fong columns of figures quickly and accu- 
rately and to keep neatly and carefully a

This much about cOmpletes the trying-out 
process of the new bank clerk. If he has 
not made good” so far he's not likely to 
later on. He may perhaps have been with 
the bank three months or a year, but he 
has been there long enough to know what 
the work is like and whether or not he is 
adapted to it. From here on his course 10 
varied; he may go into the in clearing

The outer appearance is 
plain and unattractive in the extreme, the 
window displays are noticeable because of 
the lack of everything we have been taught 
to consider desirable in the way of window 
dressing. Once inside the portals, however, 
and your criticism ceases, swallowed up in 
admiration of the wonderful goods tempt- 
ingly displayed. The contributions of the 
whole world are gathered here, and we revel 
in the joy of viewing unlimited quantities 
of the beautiful things we so proudly desig- 
nate as imported when in our own pos- 
session here at home. 

The proximity to the centers of production 
enables the stores of Europe to make lavish 
display of novelties in small wares, which 
we Are accustomed to seeing here in only 
limited and carefully selected quantities. 
This profusion does not hold good, however, 
in any of the ready to wear lines for men, 
women, or children. Paris sets the styles for 
the civilized countries of the occident, but 
the shopper in the stores of that city will 
find but a limited variety of ready made gar- 
ments from which to make a selection, while 
our stores here show in the same lines an 
almost unlimited stock.

Inland Towns Far Behind. 

While it is true that these shops nearly all 
eater to the whole world, many of them 
are created largely for their own local com- 
munities and depend upon their own people 
for support. This, of course, is almost wholly 
the case with stores in provincial towns, 
where one seldom sees a modern innovation. 
In America we are used to finding even the 
smail inland cities provided with strictly 
up to date business houses. Why not? Dvery- 
thing here is new and naturally is constructed 
according to the latest methods; there is no 
excuse for doing otherwise.

Europeans Fail to Advertise. 

Europeans have heretofore evidently con- 
sidered it an uncalled-for expenditure and 
are only lately waking up to the advantages 
to be obtained by judicious advertising. At 
the present time advertising such as we are 
accustomed to is an almost undeveloped 
field in Europe, The chief reason why Eu- 
ropean stores have not deen forced to pro- 
tect themselves with advertising lies in the 
difference between European and American 
character. When a new supply of any staple 
article js needed, the European customer 
simply goes wh te he or she has always gone 
to trade, and or ers what is wanted without 
any more ado. Not so with the American 
shopper; much to the contrary in fact. 

The first procedure is to scan the adver- 
tisements and learn where bargains in the 
desired line are offered. Weare a nation of 
good merchandisers; taste and discretion in 
selection are cultivated from childhood on- 
ward, and we have a thorough understand- 
ing of style and values. We know a good 
thing when we see it, and seldom are caught 
napping on prices. We want our money’s 
worth, and as a rule we get it. 

However, it is not always a necessity 
which brings out our patrons; they are en- 
ticed forth by the glowing and attractive 
inducements appearing in our advertising 
columns. Advertising has become an art, 
and the facile pens of the masters of this 
art turn out such fetching and lifelike de- 
scriptions of the goods offered for sale that, 
aided by the effective cuts modern ingenuity 
produces and backed up. by the advanta- 
geous prices offered, an interest is often cre- 


ated where possibly no real desire before ex- 
isted. 

The newspapers of America are made so 
attractive with something specially interest- 
ing and applicable for all, of whatever age, 
sex, or occupation, that newspaper reading 
has become a universal habit with Ameri- 
cans, and it is but natural that in turning 
the pages the ‘ads specially designed for 
that purpose should attract the eye and in- 
duce the reader to visit the stores concerned. 
European conditions are so different that the 
same benefits would not accrue to the mer- 
cantile establishments even if they should 
advertise more energetically than they do 
at present.

Shopping in America has become a habit 
and pastime, fostered by the many attrac- 
tions and conveniences to be found in our 
great stores, such as reading, writing, and 
rest rooms, cafés, picture galleries, telephone 
accommodations, the ability to order theater 
tickets, railroad and steamship transporta- 
tion, entertain your friends at luncheon or 
afternoon tea, prepare and post your letters 
and packages, listen to an entertaining con- 
cert, and a hundred and one other interest- 
ing things all under the one roof. The big 
stores are convenient places to meet one’s 
friends, and they are also one of the most at- 
tractive points of interest to show to one’s 
out of town visitors. 

Yankee ideas and customs are beginning to 
be incorporated in the systems of European 
department stores wherever adaptable, and 
such features are often plainly evident in the 
more modern shops. These innovations have 
to be made consistently with the peculiar 
characteristics of the country concerned, or 
else the result inevitably is failure. We in 
America are cosmopolitan; our communities 
are made up of all nations, and with such a 
combination nothing meets with complete dis- 
approval. Original schemes can be tested 
without great danger, and proven good or 
bad, worthy of being adopted or only fit to 
be discarded. 

In Europe any novelty and departure from 
old customs has to be submitted to and passed 
upon by a people all of one nation, and quite 
likely to think and act all alike, and, there- 
fore, the risk is greater than with us. We 
have seen the falure of all-American meth- 
ods in Europe, and the great success of Euro- 
peans methods inoculated with the life giving 
lea ven of Yankee ways and means. The near 
future will undoubtedly see still further re- 
sults of the effective combination of Euro- 
pean conservativeness and consistency, and 
American energy and aggressiveness.

Maxim’s Story of His Aunt. 

Those who recognize this need sometimes 
rail at the time it tekes from their beloved 
work. Rut some of the best feminine inspira- 
tions have come when hands have been 
busiest. One of the most chivalrous of wom- 
en's stories told by Sir Hiram Maxim sug- 
gests this. It is of an aunt who lived all her 
life in the country districts of Maine. Like 
all the Maine branch of the Maxim family, 
she was poor and had spent her life working 
on a farm. Maxim says of her: 

“This aunt was a remarkable woman in 
many ways. Although the facilities she had 
for learning were limited she managed some- 
how or other to acquire a great deal of in- 
formation. I don't know that I have ever 
met a more brilliant woman. About ten 
years ago I visited Maine and called upon 
her. She was at that time an old lady. She 
began to talk of Huxley, Darwin, Spencer, 
and Stuart Mill. I was surprised and re- 
marked that the theory of evolution as pro- 
pounded by Darwin and the works of Herbert 
Spencer were not, as a rule, much appre- 
ciated by old people. Her reply was: 

Hiram, every word that Darwin has 
written is absolute truth. It cannot be con- 
troverted. I found out nearly all of it before 
Darwin wrote a single book, and I did it all 
by thinking. I knew it must be so.’ * 
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his. daily burden. of-responesibility is not so 
much the brilliant, erratic salesman, as the

And how many heads have been puzszied 
and volved in the details of assembling and 
dispatching these trains, each on its own time 
and made up according to its needs, hardly 
may be approximated.

The first time she casually glanced at them, 
lingering just a minute. Half and hour later 
she returned and hovered about once more, 
this time clearly interested in the shoes and 
pondering their value.

Desire Must Be Created. 

Desire is the most potent avenue ot ap- 
proach to people's pocketbooks; and the eye 
is father to desire. It is the eye which first 
covets what is afterwards wanted and 
bought. To catch the eye, however, is not 
enough. A window display may be attract- 
ive and still be a mere display, creditable to 
the store, interesting to look at—but not a 
salesman. Selling things by dumb show is 
a more difficult art than by word of mouth. 
No gestures are possible—no personal ap- 
peal. The window full of shoes must be 
made to enact a drama of appeal them- 
selves, by their posture and juxtaposition. 
The shoes must be made to talk alluringly 
without speech. It is impossible to tell any- 
body how to dothis. It is the window trim- 
mier’s art. 

Then, just as every actor needs a stage 
setting to make his meaning clear, eo no part 
of the window faciaties should escape un- 
used in appealing to a passing audience on 
the street. Prices should be attached to 
every article. Never mind about cheapen- 
ing the display. It is not a tableau you are 
offering the public, but a selling argument 
first and last. The woman who is looking 
for a $100 coat is just as keen about price 
as her work-a-day sister, with a $20 limit. 
A tempting bit of merchandise at a price 
within reach turns the trick, In this con- 
nection, it is also a good practice to paste fine 
proofs of your newspaper ad on the window 
paries. Such publicity costs nothing and 
greatly increases the returns, if done in 
good taste. 

Now and then a neat card in the window, 
hung so as to arrest passing attention, can 
be used effectively as a challenge to look 
more closely at values. A west side depart- 
ment store has made telling use of the win- 
dow card in announcing bargain days in ad- 
vance. The card is illuminated after dark 
with a border of electric lights. It has an 
enthusing effect in favor of both the store 
and its bargains.

Back Up Newspaper Display. 

In advertising a retail business, especially 
a smaller store, every resource must be 
utilised to clinch the results. Your m 
should be impressed again and again. It 
should come from different sources, corrob- 
orating one another. Newspaper advertis- 
ing, which is first and most important, should 
be backed up with window display, store dis- 
play, posters, street car cards, letters, etc. 

In this way 4 cumulative effect is secured, 
which makes a big impression on the 
public, It usually several appeals to 
bring people into your store. They do not 
sit down and determine what they should do 
by cold reasoning. They act on the impulse 
or, rather, on a series of impulses, all in the

Making Room for New Train. 

How room is made for a new train in 
through service is something not easily to be 
understood, even when the inquirer looks on 
at the process. 

Before this new train is decided upon al- 
most every department of the railroad has 
been consulted in one way or another. When 
the time is ripe for making its schedule, a 
great map is placed upon the wall, cut into 
segments by lines representing miles in one 
direction, and by time of trains in another. 
Pins are inserted in the paper representing 
the positions of every regular train in the 
service at that given time and threads that 
are drawn across, zigzag of the broad 
line from one corner of the map to the other, 
indicate where meeting trains must pass. 
Through this maze of thread lines the thread 
representing the new train is stretched, 
proving ita course. 

When its first conductor steps aboard this 
new train as it backs into the station, his 
mastership of the train is conceded. His 
word is law until the end of his division is 
reached, His judgment and understanding 
of his train orders at once are the chief safe 
guards of train, crew, and passengers.

Laws Men Make About Women. 

It is in the courts, through the laws that are de- 
clared constitutional, that we get a glimpse of woman 
as man has tried to make her, quite as often as we 
do of women as she is. ' 

Carl Emil Christensen the other day asked the court 
to grant an injunction to prevent his wife’s mother and 
father from coming to see her. “They are always 
coming to the house,“ said the plea, “and giving ad- 
vice which is unsolicited, to your orator's wife, telling 
her that she ought not to do this and that she ought 
to do that, and many other things which are contrary 
or would be contrary to your orator’s wishes if his 
wife should do them. Often, he says, he has request- 
ed his mother-in-law not to call unless he should in- 
vite her to do so, but they persist in coming to the 
home of your orator and thus they ignore the requests 
and commands to remain away.” 

Judge Carpenter,’ before whom this petition was 
presented, did not believe that a court in chancery 
had jurisdiction. 

“The man was in the right legally, though,” says 
Catharine Waugh McCulloch, “if the home was in 
his name.” Mrs. McCulloch quoted a case in Illinols 
in which a woman's first husband left her a farm 
and the second husband was held by the court to be 
the head of the house—this particular house, too—al- 
though it was her property. 

It has been held by the court,” she says, that 
a man can lock his wife up to keep her from going 
to church or visiting her relatives. The question as to 
who is head of the house is included also in the rul- 
ing that both are liable for the necessary expenses of 
the other—bDut the husband decides what are the neces- 
sary expenses.”

A woman’s fancy can eagily turn to thoughts 
of making dainty, attractive undermuslins

and laces, to say nothing of the quantities 
_ of garments ready made. Tbe ready made 
garments are, no doubt, a boom'to hundreds 
of women, some of them not caring enough 
about these things to take the trouble of 
making them, and others too busy to do 80. 
But, on the other hand, there always will be 


eS plenty of women who manage somehow:or 


other to take the time to make all their own 
underwear. By Sipe 
Certainly sewing has no branch more fas- 
cinating than the fashionirfg of these gar- 
ments, although many times, perhaps, they 
must be made of heavier materials and with 
less work put on them than a person would 
Tike. While for the woman whose purse and 
time will allow the purchasing and making 
dot the finer materials and the necessary elab- 
oration, the work is indeed fascinating. For 
the women who follow the new and extreme 
fashions, which will permit of only the clos- 
est, smoothest fitting lingerie, chemises worn 
@s corset covers, or the corset cases and 
separate, short petticoat are probably ta- 
booed. Instead there is the cleverly cut com- 
dination of corset cover and drawers. Great 
‘perfection has been attained in the patterns 
- of these combinations, and, with the aid of a 
good pattern, no woman should have trouble 
in making one. 
One of these suits Mustrated is made of-a 
- figured batiste, white ground with the tiniest 
5 The only trimming is a narrow 
-* Jace beading and edging around the neck 
and armholes and a one inch wide nainsook 
beading for the waistband, and a lace edg- 
ing around the edges of the skirt part. A 
great many women prefer all white for their 
underwear, the only color deing in the rib- 
don used. and certainly this would seem 
„usually to be in better taste. But an occa- 
- gional garment of anything as fine and 
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dainty as this little combination garment is 
most attractive looking. The other one 
shown ig made of white cambric, and is pret- 
tfly trimmed with lace insertion: Before 
this kind of a garment is cut out measures 
of the different parts should be carefully 
applied to see if they are correct, or, rather, 
if they are correct as lied to the person 
for whom the garment is to be made. The 
waist, under arm, back, and front lengths 
of the corset cover part, and the hip and 
length measures of the drawers should be 
taken; then, if any difference is found to be 
necessary in any of the measures, it should 
not be difficult to make the necessary al- 
lowances in the cloth. 

Too much stress cannot be put on the im- 
portance of having every part of the work 
most beautifully done. An undergarment 
can be almost absolutely plain, and there 
may be a good deal of machine work on it, 
and yet, if each part is neatly and perfectly 
done, the garment is attractive looking, and 
no woman should be tempted to put on a lot 
of trimming and leave raw edges and badly 
finished corners, etc. If care and a right 
attention to details are cultivated it will be 
surprising, after a little practice, how rapidly 
the work will progress, and there will be ne 
doing over of parts. 

Chemises made on the order of the French 
ones are the most satisfactory. They are 
tull enough and not too full around the neck, 
gore well under the arms, and most of them 
have a seam down the middle of the back, 
letting in the inverted plait at the waist line, 
so as to give the necessary fullness in the 
skirt. part. A small scallop worked around 
the neck and armholes and the eyelets for 
running the ribbons through are all the dec- 
oration necessary. A letter or monogram 
embroidered on the left side, about two inches 
below the neck line, looks well.

How to Make an Effective 


There seems to be a twentieth century re- 
vival of macramé, but little is known regaré- 
ing the mode of reproducing this coarse 
raised openwork and of its diversified uses. 
It evolves a wonderful series of quaint knots 


_ grranged in’ geometrical patterns for trim- 


mings, mainly ended with a fringe and dis- 
playing irregular meshes. Macrame, by its 
firmness and durability,‘ is akin to gimp. 


nand may be considered as a variety of netting 


on account’ of its Knots and fancy meshes. 
With its plaiting. interlacing, and fraying out 
of threads, it is not unlike drawn work, of 
which it frequently is the indispensable fip- 
ish. It also resembles one type of reticella, 
which likewise is woven with threads 
‘@tretched by hand as a foundation. to de 
knotted or buttonholed with the fingers in 
mumerous devices. 
Macramé, in fact, is the herald of pillow 
lace, the vertical working threads being se- 
cured at the top in a line with strong pins on 


a cushion, either upright or horizontal, and 
then crossed, twisted, and knotted by hand. 
Even “shuttles or bobbing occasionally are 
used, on which the threads are wound to 
prevent the Jong strands getting entangled. 

The basis of this geometrical lace is knots 
or loops, which are made by the fingers tying 
Ughtly short ends of thread, eitber in hori- 
zontal or straight lines, and inter weaving the 
knots so made as to form a design, some- 
times -sMghtly raised, but generally flat. 
Rows of buttonholing or beading are most 
conspicuous and may be taken for the bul- 
lion stitch in embroidery, the Hemo crochet 
stitch when in groups, and for the tent or 
tapestry stitch when forming solid founda- 
tion for G@oilies, purses, and similar artictes. 
Several shades of macramé twine sometimes 
are employed. 

The knotting process originally consisted of 
binding and knotting together in geometrical 
and ornamental conceits the vertical threads

So 
much of the work on underwear can be done 
at odd moments.

Nightdresses seldom are seen nowadays 
with high necks or long sleeves, and yet it 
would seem as if there should be several with 
long sleeves and at least nearly high neck 
in every woman's wardrobe. A favorite style 
is the chemise nightdress, and it certainly 
is easier to make a prettier front than where 
it opens at the neck. Then the kind with e 
bias seam down the back is another good 
point. It is not a bad idea when this bias 
seam is used to put it together with a narrow 
beading. It helps to keepitinshape. Allow 
ance always should be made for the shrink- 
ing which is sure to take place. The same 
rules for applying trimming on nightdresses, 
corset covers, etc., should be followed as on 
shirt waists. Have a good: plain pattern; 
then mark off the lines for the trimming and 
use as a guide. 

As to materials for lingerie, there are a 
good many kindes and grades to choose from, 
and one can make a garment cost almost 
any price one chooses. But for a good quality 
of longcloth 20 or 25 cents should be enough 
to pay, although a much higher price could 
be paid. The longcloth comes in twelve yard 
colts, and is cheaper bought by the bolt than 
by the yard. 

Cambrics usually come in twenty-four yard 
bolts, and run a little higher than the mus- 
lins. Six yards are allowed for one night- 
Oress, between four and five yards for a 
chemise, and about the same for the combina- 
Of course, it depends to some 
extent on whether the materia: is twenty- 
seven, thirty-two, or thirty-six inches wide. 
As regards laces and embroideries, it is no 
economy to buy poor qualities, and & is a 
waste of time putting them on a garment. 
Neither is it necessary to buy the most ex- 
pensive qualities. The machine made tor- 
chons in cottom copy a good many of the 
linen handmade patterns, and are extremely

of garments, table linen, and towels, from 
which towards the edge at the end had been 
drawn the warp threads. The deep fringes 
thus produced with each strand, often cov- 
ered with cunning knots, are effective, and 
prove a great feature of far east wraps and 
of most of the antique pieces of linen en- 
hanced with drawn work. Lovely samples 
of fringes of this kind have of late years ap- 
peared in American magagines in connection 
with Mexican handicrafts. Tuxedo lace is 
the new name for the old craft, greatly im- 
proved by the better quality of the thread 


used, which allows of the knotting work 


being compared to delicate carving. 

The twine or thread purposely made for 
macramé work needs to be particularly 
strong, hut in a few examples wool, sijk, 
braid, gold lace thread, and even knitting 
cotton and shoe laces have been tried with 
some success, in a great variety of shades 
and sizes. 


Nothing of the Extreme in Winter Notions. 


Longer lines, closer waist shapes, and 
lengthened sleeves are the general charac- 
teristics of the midwinter models. The new 


lunes are attained by a carefully fitted lining. 


Frequently the material is arranged on this 
Vining by being closely ewathed or draped 
so as to form a high girdle ¢ffect. In some 
models. there is a, draped surplice cut in 
one with the back or front of the skirt. 
Bleeves are of two Kinds, the close, much 
¢rimmed sleeve and the plainer kimono 
effects. In all the shoulder line must be 
broad or arranged to give the effect of a long 
line. Where the natural figure is not 80 pro- 
portioned the means employed by dress- 
makers are little strips of fine collarbone 
arranged in the sleeve top. This also is put 
in the sleeves of all lace, net, or delicate 
fabric gowne to keep the sleeves from crush- 

ing down when a wrap is worn. 
Sleeves are longer. The strictly tailored 


suits all have long or what are called seven- 
eighth sleeves; that is, reaching to the wrist 
bone. Costume sleeves turn the elbow well, 
and many are three-quarter length. Then 
there are novelty sleeVes—those extending 
quite over the hand in a point.

Collars are high. Some of the French 
models have collars fully four inches high, 
and they are so skillfully boned. they fit 
beautifully. Many of the collars are pointed 
up under the ears as was the fashion some 
eight or ten years ago. One extremely high 
French collar, two and three-quarters inch- 
es in front and four inches in the back, has 
two bones half an inch apart in the front, 
spread to a distance of two and a quarter 
inches wide at the top. Three and one-half 
inches from the first bones are set two others, 
and again long bones at the back. 

We seem to have readopted the linen col-

mostly endless bows of ribbon or lace; but 
the chief novelty associated with them is 
the handsome jeweled button.

Saving Tribune Pictures. 


You save, of course, the pictures given 
away every Sunday with Tur TRIBUNE. 
Here is a pretty way of treating them. With 
a good paste, mount on a smooth board of 
pine or white wood, 12x18 inches. Be sure 
the edges of the picture are well fastened 
and perfectly smooth, Wrinkles spoil the 
work. 

If you understand pyrographic work and 
have an outfit, use your own taste about 
burming the beckground, but be sure to 
burn up close to the picture, burning the 
edge all around. 

If you have no outfit and know nothing 
of the work, get four pleces of wire one- 
quarter inch thick and four inches long. 
Have each piece put in a wooden handle, 
with a fiat file make a blunt point on each. 
Take a piece of asbestos large enough to 
cover one of the holes of your range. Make 
four holes by punching your wire through. 
Remove the cover from the range, put on 
asbestos mat, letting the point of wire rest 
on coals. When points are red hot they are 
ready for use. 

Begin by burning all around the edge of 
the picture. This d@isguises the fact that 


it has been glued on. Make irregular marks 


about one-quarter of an inch apart and one- 
eighth of an inch deep. Do not hold wire 
in one position all the time, but turn first 
one way and then another to make the back- 
ground as irregular as possible.

Some years aso a man lay under charge of murder. 
Among the mass of circumstantial evidence against 
him was a knife “smeared with blood, which had dried 
both on the blade and on the handle.” The prisoner 
asserted that he had cut a piece of raw beef with the 
knife, and had omitted to cleanse the blade and handle. 
The weapon was sent for microscopical examination. 
The stain, said the expert, was certainly blood. 

“It was not the blood a piece of dead flesh but 
that of a living body, for had coagulated where it 
was found.” It was human blood. But the potent tube 
brought more than this to light. Mixed with the blood 
on the knife were a few minute vegetable fibers. ‘They 
were cotton fibers, with the fibers of the 
murdered man’s shirt and Scarf. The prisoner had cut 
his victim's “Sroat, severing both shirt and neckerchief

The curious illustration that follows belongs to a 
day when the microscope was little used as an aid to 
criminal. investigation. The late John Quekett, eminent 
in microscopy, was asked if it were possible to deter- 
mine whether a small fragment of dried skin had once 


\ appertained to a human being. He would try, he said. 


to give the answer. A morsel was, therefore,, dis- 
patched to him, “resembling what might be torn from 
the surface of an old fashioned traveling trunk, with 
all the hair rubbed off.” 

Quekett arranged his specimen, and the microscope 
soon showed him “some fine hairs scattered over the 
surface. These, after careful examination, he pro- 
nounced with confidence to be human hairs, and such 
as grew on the exposed parts of the body, and declared 
the person who had owned them to have been of a fair 
complexion.” » 

Now, this piece of skin had been removed from the 
door of an ancient church in Yorkshire, anda tradition 
of the neighborhood was that Danish robbers a thousand 
years ago had violated the sanctuary, and that, having 
been taken and flayed alive, their skins were nailed to 
the doors of the church, pour encourager les autres. A 
few scraps of skin had remained here and there under 
the nails with which the doors were studded, and one 
of these scraps, tested by John Quekett’s microscope, 
sufficed to make good the legend of the fair haired 
Danish pirates of a thousand years before.

Marvelous Revelations Microscope Can Make. 

Science being able to expound mysteries like these, it 
ia the duty of the officer investigating crime (o invoke 
the help of the scientific expert whenever and wherever 
his own knowledge and experience come short. The 
expert will show us not merely wherein the hair of 
animals differs from the fibers of plants but how the 
characters of the former may be distinguished from the 
characters of the hair of man. Further, he will make 
plain for us the signs distinctive of the many kinds of 
hair upon the human body—the hair of the head, the 
hair of the nostrils, the hair of the eyebrows, the beard, 
the mustache, the hair on the chest, the limbs, the hair 
on the back of the hands. He will tell us whether the 
hair is that of a man or a woman. He will in some 
degree determine the age of a person by analyzing 
beneath the microscope a small quantity of that per- 
sone hair. He may often establish by examination of 
hair the identity of a corpse far advanced in decompo- 
sition. 

Dr. Hans Gross, one of the most astute and erudite 
criminal magistrates in Burope, observes that hair is 
commonly found in the hands of persons who have 
been killed. He recommends that it be scrypulously 
looked for, and, where found, described with precision. 
He insists, for example, that it is not sufficient to state: 

175 r found in the right hand of N. N.“ The 
situa of the hair must be expressly indicated, az, 
“between the thumb and first finger,” or, “lying 
obliquely across the root of the first finger and the ball 
of the thumb.” Such minuteness of description might 
help an investigating -magistrate to understand the 
mature of the struggle that had taken place. 

“Tt must be remembered,” Dr. Gross: adds, that 
every hair discovered during the course of an inquiry 
may be of the greatest importance when it is possible 
to prove beyond all doubt that it belongs to the accused 
person.” 

It may also, of course, import as much to prove that 
the hair in evidence belongs to some one else. You 
thus set free an innocent creature who may have been 
—in a sense the most literal—within a hair's breadth 


of condemnation. 1

How Class Saved Innocent Man. 

An old woman engaged in the singular business of 
pledging and redeeming articles of pawn was murdered. 
In one hand of the corpse were discovered three hairs, 
which, it was surmised, the poor body in her death 
agony Rad torn from the head of her assailant. Forth- 
with the hairs were delivered to two noted microscopic 
experts. In prison under suspicion of the erime lay 
the old woman's son, of whose hair also some samples 
were t to the examiners. 

“he three hairs found in the hand of the corpse 
Were dark brown in color, had been torn out (the roots 
Were preseryed), and seemed to have belonged to a4 
Man of from 20 to 40 years old.” What struck the 

“@xperts as strange was that, while two of the hairs 
were brown under the lens, the third was brown in 
some parts and in others black. “Just above the root 
it was brown, half a centimeter farther on it became 
black, then again brown, and half a centimeter farther 
towards the tip it became black again.) The phenome- 
non is said to be of unusual occurrence, 

Next were analyzed the samples of hair cut from 
the head of the prisoner, and behold! the fantastic 
Phenomenon repeated itself. About two-thirds of the 
heirs were brown and the other third presented abso- 
lately the same peculiarity as the bro and black 
striped hair” found in the dead womans us d. Now, 
indeed, might it have been thought that justice had her 
grip upon a parricide. It was not so! ‘The youth who 
barely eluded the gallows had had uo lot in his mother's 
dreadful death. The assassin was duly nailed, and the 
microscope established the fact that his hair was nearly 
identical with that of the murdered woman's son.

Duty of Officials to Consult Scientists. 

Dr. Gross considers that the microscope has not yet 
accomplished the half of what will one day be achieved 
by it in the interests of the lew. The scientist and 
that legal party whose proper business it is to thrust 
hie nose, as Sancho says, into other people's porridge 
met know more of one another and be in abet ie er 
touch. The microscopist, unaware 
might be wanted of him, can ecarcely be expected to 
dance attendance in police courts on the off chance that 
vis “wonder seeing tube” may be of use to some 
barrister or policeman there. Not at all. It is the 
duty of the expert men of law to beg the aid, as often 


as needed, of the expert men of science. And this duty 
presupposes and includes sundry other duties. 


Thus, the officer intrusted with a difficult case of 
crime should know just when the skill of the savant 


will be most useful to him, he should know the savant 
who ought to be consulted, he should know the ques- 
tions that may and that may not be submitted to him. 
and he should Know, moreover, in what manner the 
thing to be examined should be taken from or guarded 
on the scene of the crime. The last mentioned point is 
of cardinal interest and significance. Are there foet- 
prints, blood spattered grass or bushes, a handful of 
dust, or a spash of dirt to be kept for the scrutiny of 
the scientific expert? They should be immediately in- 
sulated, if insulation is in any way possible, and the 
utmost care should be taken to cover and protect them 
till they are either in the da of the expert, or till 
the expert can be brought to the spot itself. 

We will go back for a moment to the first illustra- 
tion, that of the murderer who- severed the throat of 
his prey, and who evidently ‘thought that the blood of 
raw beef was much the same as the blood of a living 
man. How does the microscope differentiate these vari- 
ous forms of blood? How distinguish blood from stains 
resembling it? Place a drop of blood under the micro- 
scope and you will see an infinite crowd of minute 
roundish bodies of a light yellowish color swimming 
in a pale fluid. These are the blood disks, globules, or 
corpuscles. The faintness of their color is owing to 
thefr extreme thinness, but the color becomes plain 
enough when a great number of them lie immediately 
one over the other. It is then either a deep red or an 
elegant scarlet, the familiar hue of blood proceeding 
entirely from its corpuscles. 

Manifestly, then, when stains of any sort are in 
question, the microscope is at once able to tell us 
whether they are blood or not. To the eye a trace of 
blood does not always look like blood; and something, 
on the éther hand, that is not blood at all—a mark of 
paint or rust, etc.—is often suspiciously near to it in 
color. But the expert at the microscope cannot be 
deceived. As to the other question, it is not always 
possible to say precisely whence the blood has issued. 
There is, however, one good criterion—that, namely, of 
the dimensions of the disks or conpuscles; and it will 
here suffice to say that those of the ox are not more 
than three-fourths as large as those of a human being. 
An accused, as has suggested, will frequently de- 
clare that the blood nd on him is that of an animal 
he has killed, but if the bloodstains on his clothes or 
weapon contain giobules of a considerable size, and he 
names some animal whose blood disks are of an excep- 
tional smallness, he has pretty obviously lied.

Blood Hides Beyond Reach of Epe. 

You may clean a blade so perfectly that the micro- 
scope itself will discover nothing there. But your 
search is perhaps not even yet complete. Is the weapon 
a claspknife? Is it a dagger? Is it a hatchet? Let the 
blade or the iron be drawn from the handle, and see 
whether murder will out then. Blood lurks in crevices 
that the eye will scarce perceive. 

In a hop growing district abroad one of the fields 
of a wealthy cultivator was destroyed during the night 
shortly before the harvest season. A small contiguous 
estate was in the occupation of an unsuccessful rival 
who was known to be, jealous of his neighbor. This 
man was taken up, and a.microscopist was asked to 
Five an opinion on his pocket knife, a formidable affair 
with a curved blade, just the thing for slicing into 
your neighbor's hops. First, however, the careful ex- 
pert procured a hop plant er two and made a study of 
the plant and its rind. The ‘peculiar spurs on the 
branches of hop were perceived to be wholly different 
from the spurs on the rind or peel of sundry other 
plants that were compared with them under the micro- 
scope. Next, the knife with the serviceable blade was 
taken to pieces, and in the place where the blade had 
been united to the handle the microscope shone upon 
a quantity of the atomiike spurs of the hop. Beyond 
a doubt the knife had recently been used to cut hops; 
and the least successful farmer does not make away 
with his crops before the harvest. 

Now let us see how the microscope can tackle the 
forger and the faisifier of documents. Inks are of 
many kinds, and the forger often has a difficulty in 
making a perfect match. The eye is easily deceived, 
and the magnifying glass is not in all cases to be relied 
upon; but if the question turns upon the employment 
of different inks the microscope will give the answer 
pat. There are some firet rate chemical tests, but the 
advantage of the microscopical over the chemical analy- 
sis is this, that the former leaves intact the object 
which the latter must to some extent destroy. 

The photographic test will often in these cases be 
as valuable as the test by microscope. Wherever, in 
the process of obliterating the written sheet, mechanical 
means have been employed, the paper must have under- 
gone some degree of thinning. Such a,,thinning of the 


paper should be, and usually is, appreciable to the 
unassisted eye; but if it be photographed by trans- 
mitted light the local injury to the paper appears 
plainly as a blot of considerable density—a blot that 
speaks like a blood print.

Microscope Tells Kind of Pen F orger Used. 

But it is to the microscope that all writing suspected 
of falsification should in the first instance be submitted. 
Paper can be, and is, manipulated in the most surpris- 
ing and fairy like ways—with water, with corrosives, 
with paint, with grease, with plenty of things. The 
subtlest imposition in this art breaks down under the 
gaze of the microscope. A false sheet of paper may be 
slipped into a will, seals and water marks may be imi- 
tated as exactly as an ancient yellow stain, and it is 
easier to counterfeit a grease spot than to pencil an 
eyebrow; but the distinction of the genuine from the 
sham is play work to the microscope. You cam be 
confidently told by the microscopiet what style of pen 
—hard or soft, broad or fine—you selected to trace the 
will that has come to spell for you a crushing sentence 
of penal servitude. 

Divers crimes can be committed on paper—libels, 
perjury, forgery—and a postcard, a half sheet of note 
paper, or a page torn from a copy book or diary may 
be of paramount importance in a case. What sort of 
paper has the accused been in the habit of using? is a 
question the investigating officer will sometimes have 
to ask himself, and he will thereupon most likely pro- 
ceed to a domiciliary search. Is there any paper on his 
premises which looks in the least like the subject 
matter of the crime? It should be intrusted without 
delay to the microscopic expert. Dr. Gross remarks 
that the objection will often be wrongly made that 
the majority of the people of a locality buy their paper 
at the same establishment, or at least at a small num 
ber of establishments, so that the most certain proof of 
the identity of two papers cannot serve for much.” 

A character of forgery cages is that the criminal is 
afraid to use paper that is commonly sold in his own 
neighborhood. He will buy it at a shop some distance 
away, or perhaps tear a sheet from an ald exefvise 

k, or use the second page of a sheet of notepaper. 

f the other half is found at the residence of the 
accused the proof of identity made by the observer at 
the microscope will be practically conclusive. On one 
occasion recourse was had to the microscope to prove 
that a lump of paper forming the wad of a firearm 
was the same as the paper found in the house of the 
supposed murderer. 

Of coufse, however, these examinations will now 
and then prove just ae trifle too much. We shoul 
scarcely hang @ man on the evidence just cited, though 
it might conceivably be the one proof that had been 
missing.

_ Diversity of the Expert: Search. 

From the fine hand@iwork of such a prince of coun- 
terfeiters as Old Man Johnson,“ one of the shrewdest 
crooks of the United States, who put in circulation a 
million dollars’ worth of bogus money, the micrescopist 
may be called upon to deal with so vulgar a thing as 4 
scratch, or the discolored nails of a prisoner or a corpse. 

The life and death wrestle between a murderer and 
his victim may leave bloody scratches upon both. If 
the dead body and the suspected criminal are both in 
the hands of justice both should be closely examined. 

In the hands of a crafty officer a thing that has 
no real bearing on the’ vase may be the means of ex- 
torting a confession. A targe thick stain on “the 
trousers of a man standing his trial for murder ar- 
rested the attention of the investigating officer. The 
microscope pronounced it putty, but not a single trace 
of putty was found where the crime had been com- 
mitted. The prisoner was interrogated. He himself 
(as it turned out) did not know what the mark was, 
nor how he had ede by it; but, thinking that it must 
have some connection with the deed, he spun a tale 
to account for K. This, of course, gave him away to 
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the investigator, who had learned that the stain was 
putty. He quickly showed the accused that his stony 
was false; and the man, unnervell by the apparent 
Qmniscience of justice, yielded and acknowledged guilt. 

Lastly, when you have a suspect in the cells, re- 
quest him to obMge you with his boots. Mud upon 
the soles will communicate its secrets to the micro- 
scope. A foreigner detained for theft was believed to 
have deposited a large sum of money in a hollow tree 
on the bank of a stream. The scene had been visited 
by the magistrate, and as the man had been arrested 
@uite close do it, his footwear, it was thought, might 
yield a clew. Forthwith the mud on his boots was 
tested by the microscope. There were two layers of 
mud on the soles, with, a layer of sand between them. 
In concealing his booty the man had trodden first in 
the mud, then on the sand of the bank, and then again 
fm the mud. 

So the microscopist is destined to play an all impor- 
fant role in the unraveling of the problems of the police, 
of the Sherléck Holmeses of the world. Already the 
microscope is being used extensively by the secret ser- 
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vice operatives in the employ of the different govern- 
ments in detecting forgers and counterfeiters. Already 
it has been employed by the celebrated sleuths of Paris 
and of Scotland Yard. It is impoasible to tell what are 
its Mmitations in the fleld of crime. 

In the future the microscope will be the greatest 
enemy of the criminal known to science unless all the 
prophets are mistaken, If the microscopist can tell the

Another instance of the girls not knowing how té 
handle themselves is the way they win throw the ball 
and reach after it. Mr, Koch, the trainer at Temple 
hall, has more times to jump to save a girl from going 
headlong into the row of @eats than he has to save the 
ball. All this is given by Secretary Charles E. Hawk, 
Manager Francis, and others as the reason that girls 
should have a basketball league even more than boys. 
One of the things that have added perhaps to the danger 
of nervous prostration possibly on the manager's part 
in that the mothers are not sure of looking at it this 
way. 

“Only think of the risks i take,” said he. For in-

Analysis of the president's, message will 
reveal to the reader no opinion to which 
the president has not already given ex- 
préssion. If the message was sent to 
congress to secure the enactment of a

law; if it was for the purpose of securing 
additional important and necessary inter- 
state commerce legislation; if, it was in- 
tended to bring about proper regulation 
of the use of injunctions, or guarantee to 
labor its right to organize, the message 
could have been confined to 2,000 words, 
addressed to the congress 2 the United 
States. 

One almost might say that the remain 
ing 00’ words of the interesting docnu- 
ment Which was given to the public Fri- 
day were addressed to the people by the 
president in defense of himself and in 
defiance and in anger to malefactors of 
great wealth.” 

The plain citizen, the average man and 
woman, will agree with Tae Trisvune 
that the president is right in his recom- 
mendation that the employer should be 
subject to a fitting liability for the wel- 
fare of his employés and that the gov- 
ernment should care for thoge in its serv- 
ice no less than private employers. In 
the course of time it will be necessary 
for congress to enact legislation to simpli- 
ty the anti-trust) laws and to extend the 
power of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and increase its efficiency. 

The dishonest rich, like the dishonest 
In any walk of life, must be brought to 
the bar of justice. Safeguards must be 
thrown about investment, in order that 
honest savings may not be dissipated by 
dishonest speculation, but Tun Trrecne 
feels that the recommendations contained 
in the president's message should have 
been made severally and not collectively, 
and should not have been made the basis 


upon wealth as it is okt ce by the 
president’s enemies. 

As Gov. Hughes. said at the New York 
Republican club: “The country is under 
lasting obligation to President Roosevelt 
for his vigorous opposition to abuses and 
for tie strong impulse he has given. to 
movements for their correction. Those 
who earnestly, desire progress and the es- 
tablishment of our security on its neces- 
sary foundations of fair’ degling and 
recognition of equal rights, appreciate the 
great service he has rendered and the 
fundamental importance of the purposes

THE CHESAPEAKE’S FLAG. 


The flag of the Chesapeake has just 
been sold at auetion in London for $4,250. 
When the hammer fell the question was 
asked, Does it. remain in England?“ 
The answer, “ Yes,” was greeted with 
cheering. But it is not yet certain that. 
the relle is to remain in British hands. 
The one who made the highest bid is said 
to be an agent acting for a wealthy Amer- 
ican. 

It is quite likely that comparatively few 
Americans understand why any one 
should care to pay over $4,000 for a 
bloodstained bit of bunting 4 feet by 4 
feet 6 inches, its fifteen stars and che al- 
ternating stripes evidently homemade and 
hand sewed. Why Britishers should 
cheer the announcement that such a bul- 
let ridden ensign of another nation was to 
remain in England is equally strange. 
The reason for this sentiment is the same 
as that which for anpther reason causes 
satisfaction in the United States when 
the report comes that the flag is to come 
back to the land of its origin. The flag 
of the Chesapeake tells the English of a 
victory over a vessel belonging to a navy 
always dear to the hearts of Americans. 

It has been asserted that the capture

A serv- 
ice of plate, a splendid sword, the free- 
dom of the city of London, and the un: 
usual honor of a salute from the guns of 
the Tower were some of the forms of ex- 
pressing national satisfaction with the 
achievements in a fifteen minute sea fight. 
But the story was not completed. On 
the American side the defeat only stirred 
to increased determination. The words of 
the dying commander, Don't give up 
the ship,” became an inspiration. They 
cheered the fighters under Perry when, 
for the first time in ‘history, a British fleet 
was forced to surrender. His latonic 
message, “ We have met the enemy and 
they are ours,” was greeted with far 
grenter enthusiasm because of the pre- 
vious sorrow over the loss of the Chesa- 
peake and the death of its gallant com- 
mander. When ‘the war was ended the

There is a Shocking difference 
which should make Tilinoisans hang their 
heads for shame when they reflect that 
it is owing to their own tolerance and 
indifference that à vicious’ method ot 
managing the state Institutions—a method 
under which authority is parceled out 
among many and direct responsibility 
rests on nobody—has been permitted to 
exist so long. The people canaot free 
themselves from blame. If they had de- 
manded reform in institutional manage- 
ment as earnestly as they have demanded 
reform in some other directions they 
would have got it. . 

They have allowed neighboring states 
to excel their state as far as this matter 
of caring for the wards of the community 

concerned. They have permitted u sys- 
tem which breeds scandals to remain in 
force while more progressive common- 
wealths have discarded it. If the people 
of Illinois were to insist on it, they could 
have efficiency instead of ingens and 
responsible instead of irres ible man- 
agement. 

When the legislature gets down to busi- 
ness after receiving the report of the 
committee which is investigating ‘the state 
institutions it should go at the root of the 
evil. It should attack the system, and 
not merely some ot its incidents, It 
should cut loose from old methods and 
gubstitute new ones. It should abolish 
boards of. trustees and a board of 
charities which can do no more than in- 
vestigate and report and which may not 
always do that, In their place it should 
put a powerful and responsible board of 
control, whose salaried members shall be 
required to give all their time to their 
exercising “eternal vigilance” 
without which good management and 
freedom from shameful abuses is im- 
possible. | 
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THE DUNNE BOARD DID IT. 
Few of the taxpayers who are com- 
plaining because the tax bills they are 
receiving this month are heavier than 


stand the reason for it. Tha great major- 
ity appear to know nothing about the 
mysteries of taxation as it is managed in 
Chicago. They are disposed to blame for 
high taxes the men who are in office 
when Wt is time to pay them, although 
they may have been levied by an entirely 
different set of men. Most of the men 
who are complaining are ignorant of the 
fact that the taxes they are now paying 
were levied a year ago and that the 
money they are relactantly handing over 
will mainly go to defray the expenditures 
of 1907. 

One great reason why the tax rate is 
in excess of what it was last year is that 
twelve. months ago the schools were con- 
trolied by a Dunne board. That board 
Was so earrie? away by the love of 
spending that it ran up the levy for 
school purposes to $17,700,000, an ad- 
vagce of $4,700,000 over the preceding 
year. The oa are now handing 
over the mony } of them by .the 
Dunne 0 1 ould count them- 
selves lucky 12 N is another kind 
of board now. But for that next year’s 
taxes would be far in éxcess of this 
year's. 

In some instances people find their 
taxes higher because they voted to au- 
thorize the. issue of bonds. Presumably 
they. knew what they were doing. They 
must have known that there would have 
to. be a thx to pay the intefest on the. 
bonds and create a sinking fund. They 
have no right to protest against higher 
taxes occasioned by their own votes.
